ENEMY  EFFORT  TO  RETAKE 

SCHWABEN  REDOUBT  IS  VAIN 


French  Troops  Also  Repulse  Attacks  on  Positions  Recently 

Won — Number  of  Prisoners  Captured  by  Allies 

Constantly  Increasing — Germans  Report 

Mining  Operations  in  Argorme 


LONDON,  Oct.  9.— Today'*  official 
(statement  regarding  operation*  on  the 
Franco-Belgian  front  says: 

"Uat  win  discharged  aucceaafully  at 
different  polnta  along  our  fronts  north 
of  the  Ancre.  The  enemy's  reply  was 
feeble,  and  our  patrols  were  able  to 
rater  hie  trenches  and  aecure  prison- 
ers. 

"Several  ralda  were  carried  out  by  u« 
In  the  neighborhood  of  Neuvllle  St. 
Vaaat  and  Loo*.  The  enemy'a  trenchea 
Were  entered  in  all  caeca,  many  caaual- 

tlea  being  Inflicted and  a  number of. 

prisoners  taken.  In  addition,  three  ma- 
chine |un  emplacement*  were  destroyed 
and  considerable  damage  done  to  the 
enemy'*  trenchea." 

British  troops  north  of  the  Somme 
made  progrea*  during;  the  night,  aays 
another  British  statement  Issued  today, 
and  established  posts  to  the  eaat  of  Le 
Bars  and  in  the  direction  of  Butte  da 
Warlencourt. 

Advance  at  Stuff  Redoubt 

The  official  communication  from  Brit- 
ish headquartere  in  France  issued  to- 
night  reads: 

In  the  nleghborhood  of  Le  Transloy  a 
party  Of  the  enemy  waa  caught  in  the 
open  by  our  artillery  and  dispersed.  A* 
a  result  of  a  local  operation  wo  gained 
ground  north  of  the  Stuff  redoubt,  in- 
flicting serious  losses  on  the  enemy  and 
taking  more  than  200  prisoners,  Includ- 
ing six  officer*. 

"Karly  this  morning  we  successfully 
entered  the  enemy's  trenches  south  of 
Arras.  Southeast  of  Souches  a  strong 
enemy  party  rushed  a  crater  fronting 
our  lines,  but  was  Immediately  ejected, 
with  heavy  casualties." 


The  following  official  statement  was 
issued  last  night: 

"South  of  the  Ancre  our  front  wa<* 
shelled  heavily  during  the  day.  espe- 
cially in  the  neighborhood  of  Gueude- 
WMft  and  •ber«a>r«v  ^r*  advanced  our 
line  southwest   of   Oueudecourt. 

"The  enemy  again  attacked  the 
Schwaben  redoubt  unsuccessfully  this 
morning.  There  was  severe  fighting 
north  of  Courcelette-Warlencourt  road, 
Where  we  won  some  ground. 

"The  total  number  of  prisoners  re- 
ported In  the  last  two  day*  has  In- 
creased to  18  officers  and  »••  men. 

"Yesterday,       despite      (he      dirriutilt 
weather,  our  aeroplanes  did  useful  work. 
One. of  Our  machines  la  missing." 
Imrny  Tries  Attacka 

PARIS,  Oct.  f.— The  following  offi- 
cial communlcat   in  was  isaued  tonight: 

"On  the  Som.  o  there  has  been  sus- 
tained activity  -#y  our  artillery.  The 
enemy's  reply  wj»s  brisk  In  the  region 
southwest  of  Barleux  and  in  the  re- 
gions of  Bellpy  and  Denlecourt. 

"This      morning     an      enemy     attack 


starting  from  the  .  8t.  Pierre-Vaaat 
wood  salient,  to  the  eaat  of  Rancourt 
waa  repulaed  by  grenade*.  Shortly, 
afterward*  a  reconnaissance  debouching 
from  the  small  wood  northeast  of 
Bouchaveanes  waa  dispersed  by  our 
machine  gun  fire. 

"On  the  remainder  of  the  front  there 
1*  nothing  to  report" 

The  official  statement  Issued  this  af- 
ternoon  says: 

"On  the  Somme  the  night  was  calm 
north  of  the  river.  To  the  south  there 
were  bombardments  on  each  side. 
— "in-  tho  Roy*-  district  the  enemy  car- 
ried out  a  lively  bombardment  against 
our  Canny-sur-Matx  positions."

The  following  official  statement  was 
issued  last  night: 

"On  the  Somme  front  there  were  In- 
termittent reciprocal  bombardments. 
After  violent  artillery  preparation,  Ger- 
man troops  made  an  attack  on  our  new 
position*  west  of  Sallly-Salllael.  Our 
curtain  of  Are  broke  down  the  succes- 
sive wave*  of  the  attack,  none  of  which 
aucceeded  In  reaching  our  trenches. 

"in  the  Woevre  region  our  heavy  ar- 
tillery bombarded  German  convoy*  and 
camps,  as  well  as  the  Thlaumont  sta- 
tion. 

"On  the  remainder  of  the  front  there 
was  nothing  of  importance." 
Berlin  Baport 

BERLIN,  Oct.  9.— The  following  offi- 
cial statement  was  Issued  today: 

"Western  front — In  the  neighborhood 
of  the  coast  and  souVh  of  Ypre*  and  in 
the  Artois,  front  of  the  army  of  Prince 
Itupprecht  of  Bavaria,  lively  artillery 
and   patrol  activity   was  reported. 

"The  tremendous  battles  on  the 
Somme  front  continue*.  Yesterday  our 
Allied  enemies,  if  possible.  Increased 
their  effort*.  Heavy  and  costly  de- 
feats, which  the  heroic  Infantry  and 
powerful  artillery  of  the  army  of  Gen- 
von  BueJow  had .  louicied.  upon  them, 
grew  proportionately  great.  Not  the 
smallest  trench  element  on  the  26  kilo- 
metre* battle  front  was  lost 

"Between  Oueudecourt  and  Boueha- 
vesnes  the  British  and  French,  regard- 
less of  their  extraordinary  losses,  de- 
livered assault*  with  especial  violence 
at  short  Interval*.  The  troop*  of  Gen- 
erals  von  Boehm  and  von  Gamier  re- 
pulsed them  completely  everywhere. 
Near  Le  Sars  we  took  ninety  men  pris- 
oner and  captured  seven  machine  guns. 
Also  north  of  the  Ancre  and  In  a  few 
sectors  south  of  the  Somme,  the  artil- 
lery duels  increased  to  the  greatest  vio- 
lence. 

"Front  of  the  Crown  Prince — Exten- 
sive German  explosions  in  the  Argon  no 
destroyed  French  trenches  over  a  con- 
siderable front  East  of  the  Meuse  the 
artillery  fire  Increased  from  time  to 
time  on   both  sides." 


TREASURY  STOCK  ISSUE 


Government  and  People  of 
United  States  Have  Close 
View  of  Outlaw  Vessels 
Which  They  Welcome, 


LONDON,  Oct.  9. — The  London  after- 
noon newspapers  generally  devoted 
leading  editorials  to  the  visit  of  the 
German  submarine  to  the  United  States. 

The  Pall  Mall  Gasette  says  that  In 
the  destruction  of  neutrals'  ships  off 
the  American  coast,  the  "government 
and  people  of  the  United  States  have 
had  an  Intimate  reminder  of  the  char- 
acter and  hablta  of  the  craft  which 
had  received  their  hospitality." 

The  Pall  Mall  Gasette  summarlaee 
the  Entente  Allied  note  regarding  the 
treatment  of  submarines,,  and  continues: 

"The  Entente  Allies  pointed  out  In 
the  most  friendly  spirit  some  of  the 
consequences  which  neutrals  cannot 
escape  If  they  lend  the  resources  of 
their  ports  to  belligerent  submarines. 
If  these  German  craft  are  to  ply  their 
calling  off  American  ports  we  shall 
obviously  establish  a  counter-patrol, 
and  onr  merchantmen  will  have  to 
be  alert  to  destroy  the  pirates  when- 
over  opportunity  offers." 

The  Westminster  Gazette  prints  an 
editorial  dealing  with  the  circum- 
stance* attending  the  arrival  at  New- 
port and  continues: 

"The  (T-lt  war  shepherded  by  the 
D-l  Into  port,  where  a  mysterious  let- 
ter waa  duly  handed  to  a  Journalist 
the  only  man  allowed  aboard,  who  in 
turn  posted  It  by  the  next  mail." 

The  newspape-  refers  to  the  Entente 
Ally  memorandum  regarding  sub- 
marine*, which  It  says  apparently  waa 
not  published  In  tha  United  Stats*,  al- 
though that  power  surely  waa  one  of 
those  to  whom  It  waa  addressed.  The 
paper  say*  It  la  certain  Germany  know 
the  content*  of  the  memorandum,  and 
It  aaay  be  that  tha  U-59  was  aont  to 
teat  tha  peettteu  of  the  United 
Slates, 


FAST  DOWN  11 


Italians  Throw  Enemies  Out 
of  Positions  Which  They 
Took  on  High  Peak — Heavy 
Losses  Inflicted, 


ROME,  Oct  9. — The  following  official 
statement  was  Isaued  today: 

"On  the  whole  front  the  activity  of 
the  enemy  artillery  is  reported  to  be  In- 
creasing, particularly  on  the  Aslago 
plateau,  along  tha  Carnla  front,  from 
the  Upper  But  to  the  bead  of  the  Ponte- 
ba  valley,  In  the  Gorisia  area,  and  on 
the  Carao  plateau. 

'.'In  the  mountain  region,  between  the 
Avlsio  and  Vanoi  Cl*mon  valleys  there 
have  been  attacka  and  counter-attacks, 
all  preceded  and  supported  by  extremely 
violent  bombardments.  On  Saturday 
evening  the  enemy  unsuccessfully  at- 
tacked our  position*  on  Cardinal  and 
Busa  Alta. 

"During  the  night  they  made  a  further 
violent  attack  on  the  peak,  2,4>t  metro* 
high,  forcing  our  right  wing  to  fall  back 
a  short  distance.  As  soon,  however,  a* 
reinforcements  arrived  on  Sunday  morn- 
ing our  troops,  with  the  support  of  ar- 
tillery fir*,  drove  the  enemy  oat  one* 
more  and  chased  them  down  the  preci- 
pice* of  Busa  Alta.  inflicting  heavy 
losses. 

"Further  details  of  the  success  we 
gained  on  Monte  Costabells,  In  tha  Palle- 
grlno  Valley,  on  October  5.  show  that 
our  Alpine  troop*  captured  one  mountain 
gun,  six  machine  gun*  and  a  large  quan- 
tity of  ammunition.  The  gun*  ware 
promptly  turned  against  the  enemy.  In 
retreating  the  Austrian*  burned  large 
stores  of  provisions  and  material. 

"On  the  Carao.  In  the  course  of  small 
skirmishes,  w*  took  forty  prisoners. 
Hostile  aeroplanea  dropped  bombs  on 
Grlgne.  In  the  Sugana  valley,  on  the 
upper  Fella  valley.  Gradno  lagoon,  Mon- 
faleone  and  Cervlganno,  doing  alight 
damage  to  bulldlnga"

Captain  of  Steamship  Strath-

Assailant  Apparently  Replen- 
ishes Oil  Tanks  From  Nor- 
wegian Vessel — Official  Re- 
port on  Sinking  of  Stephano.

Strong  Fortifications  to  Be 
Overcome  Before  Monastir 
Is  Reached — Enemy  Dis- 
couraged by  Defeat, 


ATHENS.  Oct.  7,  via  London.  Oct  ». 
—The  Allied  attack  on  the  third  Bul- 
garian line,  which  stretches  from  Kal- 
makcalan  heights  to  Presba  lake 
through  Kanali  village,  a  little  north  of 
the  Kenall  railway  station,  continued 
vigorously  all  day. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  this 
line  has  been  strongly  fortified  during 
many  months  under  the  supervision  of 
German  engineers.  The  work  has  been 
carried  on  feverishly  since  the  first 
Serb  offensive  compelled  the  Bulgars  to 
ubandon  their  moat  advanced  line,  pass- 
ing through  Ostrovo  to  Kalmakcalan. 

They  had  made  another  stand  on  a 
series  of  positions  less  adequately  pre- 
pared, stretching  from  Kalmacalan  to 
the  heights  on  the.  right  bank  of  tho 
Brody  Hver  and  those  north  of  Fiorina.' 
Seeing  they  had  to  face  a  general  of- 
fensive of  all  the  forces  oa  the  left  Al- 
lied wing,  the  Bulgars,  after  some  heavy 
fighting,  recognised  that  they  could  not 
continue  effective  opposition  on  that 
line,  and  that  the  longer  they  held  on 
there  their  ability  to  defend  the  third 
and  prepared  line  would  be  lessened. 
Th«>  success  of  the  Serb*,  too,  on  Kai- 
makacalan  heights  emphasised  the  ne- 
cessity for  retirement 

••treat  la  Disorder 

During  the  darkness  In  the  early 
hours  of  last  Tuesday  their  retreat  be- 
gan. It  waa  not  unobserved,  and  both, 
the  Serbian  artillery  and  Infantry  were 
quickly  on  the  heel*  of  the  retreating 
enemy,  hastening  their  pace  and  compell- 
ing them  to  abandon  their  stores,  In- 
jured, dead,  prisoners  and  several  light 
guns.  The  pressure  was  extended,  too, 
by  the  Russians. 

The  attack  on  the  third  line,  running 
along  the  Greek-Serbo  frontier,  began 
In  earneat  yesterday  morning. 

During  the  greater  part  of  the  day 
Intense  artillery  fire  pounded  away  at 
the  trenchea,  which  had  been  skilfully 
made  and  were  protected  by  lines  of 
barbed  wire  entanglements.  Jn  the  Pe- 
langonia  valley,  Voivoide  Mlchitcb  and 
General  Vasaltch,  the  latter  of  whom 
will  be  remembered  as  the  conqueror  of 
Monastir  In  the  Balkan  war  and  heroic 
defender  of  Babuna  pass  and  Monastir 
In  the  black  daya  just  about  a  year  ago. 
attacked  the  enemy  positions  between 
Kenall  and  the  river  Cerna,  In  conjunc- 
tion with  the  French. 

The  veteran  Voivolda  Stephanovltch, 
hero  of  so  many  Balkan  battles,  waa  on- 
gaged  at  Pajarak,  Kossa  and  Dobropolln, 
south  of  Vetrunk,  oh  the  Cerna-  in  the 
Dobrovenl  district  east   of  Kenall. 

The  task  before  the  Allies  cannot  be 
said  to  be  a  light  one,  and  It  will  proba- 
bly take  several  day*  of  hard  work  to 
batter  In  the  formidable  line  protecting 
Monastir.  According  to  the  beat  evi- 
dence, the  Bulgars  are  becoming  dis- 
couraged. On  the  night  of  their  retreat 
they  loot  very  heavily,  their  dead  being 
strewn  over  the  whole  plain.  According 
to  officer*  taken  prisoner,  this  has  af- 
fected their  discipline,  and  the  men  de- 
clare their  officers  have  order*  to  fire 
on  their  own  men  at  any  sign  of  the 
least  inclination  to  give  way.  Deser- 
tion* are  becoming  very   numerous. 


NEW  YORK,  Oct.  9.— Thirteen  shots 
were  fired  at  the  British  steamship 
Strathdene.  one  of  the  veesel*  sunk  by 
German  submarines  off  Nantucket  yes- 
terday, before  33  members  of  the  crew 
had  taken  to  the  boats,  according  to 
Captain  Wilson,  commander  of  the 
Strathdene,  who  waa  brought  here  today 
by  the  Uruguayan  steamer  P.L.M.  No.  4. 

"My  ship  was  attacked  without  warn- 
ing," declared  Captain  Wilson,  after  he 
had  given  a  detailed  statement  of  the 
incident  to  the  British  consul-general. 
"Thirteen  shots  were  tired  before  we  left 
the  vessel.  None  of  the  shots,  however, 
struck   the  ship   until   we  had   taken   to

Consular  offi- 
cials said  Captain  Wilson's  report  would 
first  have  to  be  forwarded  to  the  British 
Ambassador  at  Washington,  before  he 
could  discuss  the  sinking  of  the  ship. 
Get*  on  Supply 

Members  of  the  Strathdene'*  crew 
■aid  that  after  they  had  pulled  away 
from  their  ship  they  saw  the  submarine 
approach  the  oil  steamer  Christian 
Knudsen,  whose  crew  seemed  to  be  get- 
ting ready  to  lower  their  boats.  The 
submarine  then  returned  and  torpedoed 
the  Strathdene,  and  again  steamed  to- 
ward the  oil  ship  and  apparently  re- 
plenished her  oil  tanks.  Several  torpedo 
boats  were  In  the  vicinity,  the  sailors 
said,  when  the  two  ships  were  sunk. 

Accounts  of  the  torpedoing  of  the 
Strathdene  told  on  board  the  P.L.M.  No. 
4,  by  the  rescued  crew,  corrorborated 
Capt.  Wilson'*  statement  that  his  ship 
was  fired  on  before  the  officers  and 
crew  got  into  the  boats. 

Capt  Yates,  of  the  P.LM.  No.  4,  said 
Capt.  Wilson  told  him  that  when  the 
submarine  came  alongside,  eight  or  ten 
officer*,  including  Capt.  Rose,  of  the 
U-53,  boarded  the  Strathdene. 

"Capt  Rose  ordered  me  to  abandon 
ship  immediately,"  Capf  Tata*  said 
Captain  W11soft*tbid  him.  "The  two 
boats  were  lowered  and  the  submarine 
commander  gave  instructions  for  reach- 
ing Nantucket  lightship,  ordering  us  to 
row  as  fast  as  possible.  As  we  pulled 
away  the  submarine  fired  four  more 
shots  at  her,  which  struck  her  above  the 
water  line." 

"The  oil  steamer  Just  then  hove  In 
sight,  and  the  submarine  headed  for 
her,  afterward  returning  to  torpedo,  the 
Strathdene.

WASHINGTON,  Oct.  9.— Rear-Ad- 
mlral  Knight  at  Newport  reported  to 
the  Navy  Department  tonight  that  al- 
though the  American  destroyer  flotilla 
was  continuing  its  search  for  the  trllss- 
^lng  crew  of  the  British  steamer  King- 
ston, he  thought  it  likely  that  they 
had  been  picked  up  by  some  eastbound 
merchantman  which  had  taken  them 
out  to  sea  without  reporting  because 
of  fear  that  use  of  her  wireless  would 
endanger   her. 

Cameronia  and  Frederick  TUX 

NEW  YORK,  Oct.  9.— Wireless  re- 
ports from  the  Anchor  liner  Cameronia 
and  the  Frederick  VIII.,  of  the  Scan- 
dinavian American  Line,  received  here 
tonight  indicate  that  the  steamers  are 
proceeding  to  thla  port  well  off  their 
customary  courses.  Both  have  heavy 
Passenger  lists,  that  of  the  Frederick 
VIII.  Including  Jamea  W.  Gerard,  the 
American  Ambaaaador  to  Germany, 
and   Mrs.   Gerard. 

The  steamship  Frederick  VIII.,  of 
the  Scandinavian-American  Line,  on 
whleh  James  W.  Gerard.  American  Am- 
bassador to  Germany,  and  Mrs.  Gerard 
are  passengen,  passed  Fire  Island  on 
her  way  to  New  Tork  at  >:4S  a.m.  to- 
day. Fin  Island  is  about  forty  miles 
from  the  entrance  to  New  York 
harbor.

WASHINGTON,  Oct  9.— Unless  in- 
structed to  do  so  by  the  London 
Foreign  Office  the  British  Embassy 
does  not  Intend  to  make  any  fresh  re- 
presentations to  the  State  Department 
as  it  regards  the  presentations  al- 
ready made  in  connection  with  the 
Deutschland  sufficient  for  the  British 
view  of  International  law  on  the  sub- 
ject. 

From  the  British  point  of  view  only 
two  course*  are  open;  either  to  con- 
voy all-  British  ships  using  American 
ports  where  the  ship  ia  not  sufficiently 
armed  to  afford  full  protection,  or 
withdraw  British  ship*  from  the  Amer- 
ican trade.

WITH  THE  BRITISH  ARMIES  IN 
FRANCE.  Oct.  8.  via  London.  Oct  9. 
— A  fight  to  a  finish  between  a  tank 
and  the  "Tangle"  was  the  outstanding 
and  dramatic  feature  of  the  capture  of 
Le  Sars  by  the  British  yesterday  and 
their  advance   in   that  neighborhood. 

The  "Tangle"  was  a  good  example 
of  the  methods  of  defence  the  Ger- 
mans are  using  now  that  they  are  out 
of  their  old  fortifications.  It  was  a 
strong  position,  with  a  mase  of  dug- 
out*, reinforced  by  concrete,  which  had 
been  specially  constructed  as  a  rally- 
ing point  at  which  machine  gun*  could 
play  on  the  infantry  on  both  flank  and 
front.  Shells  of  the  largest  calibre 
were  unable  to  put  all  the  machine 
gun*  out  of  ^action.  .  ."Clqarly  ,thia  ioi» 
was  for  a  tank,"  said  a  British  staff 
officer,  "and  one  of  the  worst  ever  en- 
gaged. .  No  rush  of  any  torpedo  de- 
stroyer under  the  guns  of  a  battleship, 
no  cavalry  charge  on  record  was  made 
more   gallant    daring   or    picturesque." 

Since  the  taking  of  Eaucourt  l'Ab- 
baye  British  bombing  parties  had  made 
many  rushes  into  the  "Tangle,"  and  the 
Germans  had  met  showers  of  bombs 
with  showers  of  their  own.  The  tiro 
had  smaabed  much  of  the  cement,  mak- 
ing the  advance  for  the  infantry  all 
the  more  difficult  In  the  midst  of  the 
bewildering  turns  of  the  maze.  Neither 
bullets  nor  bombs  could  harm 
the  tank,  but  it  was  bound  to  be 
under  heavy  shell  fire.  For  the  com- 
mander and  crew  It  waa  death  or  suc- 
cess. 

Dexterous  as  the  tank  Is  on  moving 
over  all  kinds  of  obstacles,  it  was  un- 
certain whether  His  Majesty's  land 
ship,  as  the  official  title  goes,  could 
navigate  tho  "Tangle." 

With  the  peculiar  grumbling  and 
rumbling  noise  it  make*  a*  it  goes 
over  the  shell  craters,  the  tank  started 
off.  Shells  dropped  all  around  It 
covering  it  with  earth,  but  it  seemed 
to  lead  a  charmed  life.  It  warped  it- 
self up  to  that  ruined  fortification, 
managed  to  croas  over  the  upheaval  of 
cement  below,  and  biased  Ita  machine 
guna  into  the  dugouts  and  into  the 
German  machine  gun  positions.  Ita 
business  was  to  clear  the  "Tangle,"  and 
It  aucceeded. 

The  British  maintained  their  posi- 
tion gained  In  front  of  Le  Sars  yester- 
day. They  are  close  to  another  Ger- 
man stronghold,  which  the  British  gun- 
ners have  named  the  "Gunner's  De- 
light" This  Is  the  Butte  de  Warlen- 
court which  Is  an  Ideal  target  The 
gunnen  have  torn  off  the  top  and 
blasted  It  out  of  anything  like  Its 
former   contour  on   the   skyline. 

The  Germans  made  another  strong 
counter-attack  at  S  o'clock  this  morn- 
ing on  the  British  posltlona  beyond 
Thlepval  and  aucceeded  In  getting  Into 
a  portion  of  the  British  trenches. 
Later  the  British  returned  to  the  at- 
tack, and  after  a  bloody  hand-to-hand 
fight  recovered  the  trenchea  and  made 
the  survivor*  of  the  garrison  pris- 
oners.

PARIS,  Oct.  9.— The  following  official 
communication  dealing  with  the  fight- 
ing In  Mecedania  was  issued   today: 

"On  the  Struma,  engagements  occurred 
between  British  troops  and  Bulgarian 
rear  guard  detachments,  who  are  re- 
treating toward  the  railway. 

"It  has  been  confirmed  that  during 
the  recent  fighting  in  this  region  the 
Bulgarians  suffered  considerable  loasaea. 
At  one  point  alone  1,500  bodies  of  the 
'enemy  dead  were  found  on   the  ground. 

"Between  the  Vardar  and  Cerna  riven 
the  Serbian  forces  have  advanced  in  the 
mountainous  region  of  Doorotipoijc  anil 
"taken  100  prisoners.  On  the  left  bank 
of  the  Cerna  River,  after  desperate 
fighting,  the  Serbians  have  again  de- 
feated the  Bulgarians,  and  the  village 
of  Svochlvls  has  fallen  Into 
Serbian  hands.  Despite  violent 
counter-attacks,  the  '  enemy  failed  to 
recapture  his  lost  ground  and  has  been 
driven  a  kilometre  northward.  Two 
hundred  prisoners  remained  in  the  handa 
of   the  Allies. 

"Farther  west  the  Serbian*  continue 
to  cross  the  Cerna  between  Dbhu-Drob- 
vtnl  and  the  Brod.

In  ono  Inatanco 
th«  American  boat*  wore  eo  thick  on  the 
ecene  that  tho  German  eubmarlne  com- 
mander aakod  the  destroyers  Benham 
and  McDougall  to  make  way  for  htm  to 
blow  up  hie  prey.  According  to  another 
report  brought  by  man  or  the  torpedo 
fleet,  nine  merchant  ehlpa  wore  sues. 
JSewport  Visitor 
One  of  the  submarine*  la  supposed  to 
bo  tho  U-U.  whleh  vlalted  thla  harbor 
on  Saturday,  and  another  was  declared 
to  be  tho  U-61.  Mra  Henry  B.  Wilson, 
Of  Wllllamatown.  Haas.,  a  paaaenger  on 
tha  Stepbano.  one  of  the  vessels  sunk, 
•aid  that  an  officer  and  eeveral  of  tho 
crew  told  her  that  they  bad  distinctly 
aeon  the  name  U-61  on  the  submarine 
that  attacked'  their  ship. 

Blx  vessels  are  known  to  have  been 
sunk,  and  the  report  that  tho  total  is 
nine  la  baaed  on  a  statement  of  the  cap- 
tain of  Nantucket  Shoals  lightship.  The 
captala  said  three  submarines  were  en- 
gaged. 

Tha  list  of  known  submarine  victims 
Includes  four  British,  one  Norwegian 
and  one  Dutch  vessel.  The  identity  oC 
the  three  others  reportd  sunk  had  not 
been  learned  early  today. 

The  British  vessels  sunk  were  the 
freighter  West  Point,  bound  from  Lou- 
don for  Newport  News;  tha  steamship 
Strathdene,  from  New  York  for  Bor- 
deaux; the  steamship  Kllngston,  destina- 
tion not  stated;  and  the  steamship  Ste- 
pbane,  of  tho  Red  Cross  Line,  from  Bt. 
John's,  SUA.,  for  New  York. 

Kingston' a  Craw  Hissing 
Tho  erews  of  all  these  vessels  except- 
ing that  of  the  Kingston,  were  brought 
here  today,  together  with  the  83  passen- 
gers of  the  Stepbano.  it  waa  believed 
that  no  Uvea  had  been  lost  The  men 
•f  tha  freighter  Kingston  were  reported 
adrift  in  open  boats,  but  the  weather 
waa  mild  and  the  sea  calm. 

Thirty  of  the  Mtephano's  passengers 
were  American  tourists  returning  from 
Newfoundland  and  the  Maritime  Prov- 
inces. All  came  through  without  injury, 
but  lost  nearly  all  of  their  effects. 

The  richest  prize  got  by  the  Germans 
yst  waa  tho  passenger  liner  Stepbano, 
which  had  Just  rounded  the  east  end  of 
Nantucket  when  she  fell  a  prey  to  a  sub- 
marine. Tha  vessel,  British-owned,  waa 
on  bar  regular  trip  from  St.  John's, 
Nfld.,  to  Now  York  via  Halifax,  and 
carried  at  passengers,  including  30 
Americans.  Twenty-six  of  the  latter 
were  making  their  round  trip  on  the 
Steamship  from  New  York.  The  Ste- 
phaao  was  valued  at  $400,000  when  aha 
waa  launched  three  years  ago.  She  car- 
ried also  a  cargo  of  codfish,  codfish  oil 
and  seal  oil,  consigned  to  parties  in  the 
United  States  and  South  America,  and 
valued  at  1160.000,  Her  naval  va'ue 
was  due  to  the  fact  that  she  had  been 
sold  to  the  Russian  Government  and 
soon  was  to  be  used  as  an  Icebreaker. 

Report  Viae  X.oat 
With  reports  of  further  attacks  by 
German  aubmarines  on  British  and  neu- 
tral shipping  off  the  American  coast 
hourly  expected,  three  British  cruisers 
arrived  off  Nantucket  Shoals  early  today 
and  are  Bcouring  the  ocean  for  the  sub- 
marines, which  have  sunk  from  alx  to 
nine  big  merchant  vessels  within  tha 
past  36  hours. 

A  wireless  picked  up  by  the  United 
States  destroyer  Ericsson,  supposedly 
coming  from  the  Nantucket  lightablp, 
that  the  -  aubmarines'  total  victims  al- 
ready were  nine,  has  not  yet  been  con- 
firmed. 

More  than  a  score  of  passengers  and 
freight  vessels  are  In  the  danger  sone 
off  the  New  England  coast.  Of  these, 
thirteen  are  British  and  two  American. 

A  fleet  of  United  States  warships  la 
patrolling  the  coast  to  protect  neutrality 
and  assist  ia  rescuing  survivors. 

More  British  warships  also  are  ex- 
pected to  arrive  at  tho  scene  during  the 
day. 

Tho  following  six  ships  are  known  to 
have  been  sunk:  British  steamship 
Strathdene,  freighter,;  British  steamship 
West  Point,  freighter:  British  steamship 
Stepbano,  passenger  liner;  British 
steamship  Kingston,  freighter;  Dutch 
steamshlo,  Bloomeradljk,  freighter; 
Norwegian  steamship  Christian  Knud- 
sen,  freighter.

LONDON.  Oct.  9. — Gen.  Smith-Dor- 
rlen,  who  lately  started  a  crusade 
against  what  he  considers  the  objec- 
tionable features  in  London  theatrical 
performances,  at  a  meeting  yesterday 
read  a  letter  he  had  received  from  a 
Canadian.

VICTORY  FOR  THE  SERBS 

Although  Outnumbered  by  Enemy,  Troops  of 
Little  Kingdom  Foiled  Bulgars'  Plans — Stone 
Breastworks  Used  Instead  of  Trenches — Allies' 
Superiority  in  Artillery  Saves  Day. 


(By  a.  Ward  Price) 

SERBIAN  FRONT.  Sept.  10.  —  The 
rolllng-scrub-covered  hills  on  the  west- 
ern side  of  Lake  Oatrovo  ax.  covered 
with  what  look  at  first  glance  like  loos 
stone  wells — an  odd  sort  of  walla— that 
wind  about  without  being  an  apparent 
boundary  to  anything,  with  great  gaps 
her.  and  there,  and  ends  that  finish  off 
untidily  aa  If  their  eccentric  builder 
bad  suddenly  tot  tired  of  building. 

"What  are  those  curious  waller'  you 
ask  a  Serbian  colonel  of  gunners,  from 
whose  observation  post  you  first  catch 
sight  of  them. 

"Bulgarian  trenches,"  la  tha  reply,  and 
When  afterwards  you  get  up  to  the 
Serbian  first  line  you  find  aa  Identical 
arrangement,  tha  reason  for  which  la 
vary  clear.  The  fact  la  that  these  hills 
are  juat  masses  of  rock  covered  with 
thin  powdering  earth,  and  to  dig 
trenches  In  them  you  would  need  dyna- 
mite and  several  weeks  of  bard  work, 
so  that  both  sldea  have  been  obliged  to 
content  themselves  with  breastworks  of 
loose  atones. 

Tha  battle  of  Oatrovo  marked  a  vio- 
lent phase  which  ended  on  August  25. 
Bulgers'    rimm    Baffled 

I  have  been  able  during  this  pause  to 
gather  on  the  battlefield  Itself  from 
those  engaged  In  it  a  detailed  account 
of  thia  week-long  struggle.  It  was  of 
the  greatest  importance  to  the  Allied 
position  in  the  Balkans,  for  by  their 
determined  and  Anally  succeaaful  re- 
sistance the  Serbs  kept  the  flank  of  our 
broad  front  from  being  driven  by  the 
Bulgars. 

On  the  morning  of  the  17th  two  se- 
cretly concentrated  Bulgarian  columns 
advanced  suddenly  against  the  Serbian 
line— on.  through  Negochani  and  an- 
other through  Sakulevo  and  Verbenl  (a 
few  miles  northeast  of  Fiorina). 

The  Serbian  outpoats  retired  before 
them,  and  the  Bulgara  occupied  Fiorina 
station  at  10:15  a.  m.  Thla  was  already 
some  success  for  them,  though  a  cheap 
one,  for  by  doing  thia  they  cut  off  all 
the  Serbian  Irregular  troops  at  Fiorina 
and  west  of  it.  Th.  tatter,  however,  set 
out  on  a  long  march  through  Bigla  to 
the  south-west,  and  so  by  a  great  de- 
tour southwards  through  Kosanl  till 
they  Joined  up  again  with  the  extreme 
left  of  the  Serbian  army  on  Lake  Oa- 
trovo. 

Serbs  Outnumbered 

Meanwhile  the  main  Bulgarian  forces 
were  advancing,  outnumbering  the  Serbs 
at  least  twofold.  Each  of  tbe  two  main 
Bulgarian  columns  consisted  of  one  in- 
fantry regiment  with  artillery,  and  a 
Bulgarian  Infantry  regiment  comprises  . 
4,000  men. 

They  attacked  the  Serbs-  line  at  Rosna 
Bo  result  so  Voahtaran,  and  the  Chegan- 
ska  Planina.  The  Serbs  were  obliged  to 
fall  back  under  this  weight  of  numbers, 
and  on  the  19  th  had  reached  another 
defensive  position  a  few  milea  west  of 
Banltsa.  But  the  Bulgars  followed  on 
and  attacked  them  fiercely  here  at  sev- 
eral points,  and  finally  by  a  maaa  as- 
sault with  six  battalions  took  Hill  726, 
north  of  Banltsa,  and  tha  Serbs  had  to 
retire  again  to  the  crest  of  the  Malkan- 
ldje  range,  west  of  Lahe  Petrsko,  while 


they  detached  a  single  battalion  to  hold 
Bulgara  from  bringing  troop,  down  that 
way  to  turn  their  left  flank.  By  thla 
time  Serb  reinforcements  had  begun  to 
arrive. 

Nevertheless,  on  tha  SOth  tha  Serbian 
centra  waa  obliged  to  retire  from  Mal- 
kanldje  to  th.  crest  west  of  Lake  Oa- 
trovo, where  they  mad.  their  last  and 
successful  stand,  and  where  they  are 
now. 


But  at  thla  stage  of  th.  battle  tha 
Serbian  toft  flank  waa  in  great  danger  of 
being  turned.  A  crisis  had  arrived. 
Greek  gendarmes  were  leading  tha  ene- 
my columns  to  show  them  the  best  lines 
of  advance. 

On.  division  fought  splendidly  at  thia 
supreme  stage.  Their  Vatamevo  regi- 
ment In  reserve  rushed  forward  -  In  a 
counter  attack.  They  leapt  right  in 
among  th.  enemy  In  the  trench,  and, 
throwing  away  their  rifles,  literally 
throttled  and  choked  their  foea  to 
deatb.  Ekahiaa  and  Its  viaduct  had  to 
be  abandoned,  and  it  waa  reported  that 
enemy  cavalry  had  already  appeared  on 
the  east  aid.  of  Lake  Oatrovo  to  the 
rear  of  the  left  flank  of  tbe  Serbs,  and 
was  working  lta  way  nbrth  of  there. 

On  Auguat  22,  juat  aa  things  looked 
serious,  they  took  a  sudden  turn  for  the 
better.  On  this  day  the  last  and  most 
desperate  Bulgarian  aasaulta  were 
brought  to  nothing  by  the  vigorous  re- 
sistance of  a  division  of  the  Serbian 
army. 

fcaat  Desperate  Onset 

Five  times  the  Bulgarian  Infantry 
rushed    forward    to    drive    this    fighting 


division  from  their  breastwork"  oTTur 
riedly  piled  rocks.  Five  times  It  waa 
driven  back  and  a  return  made  with  a 
counter  attack. 

This  was  to  the  north  of  Gornlchevo, 
and  the  Bulgar  loaaes  that  day  are  be- 
the  railway  viaduct  Ekshlsu  to  stop  the 
lieved  to  be  Ave  tlmea  thoae  of  the  Ser- 
bians. The  Bulgara  were  now  ex- 
hausted. The  single  railway  line  behind 
them  was  congested  by  ammunition 
supplies  coming  in  one  direction  and 
wounded  in  th.  other.  Fiorina  waa 
turned  Into  a  big  hospital,  people  were 
being  driven  from  their  houaea  by 
atreetfula  to  make  room  for  tha 
wounded. 

Every  day  tbe  Serbs  received  rein- 
forcements, and  the  confusion  insepara- 
ble from  throwing  these  fresh  troops 
Into  th.  line  while  the  flght  waa  going 
on  waa  atraightenlng  Itself  out 
Bulgar   bosses  26,000 

The  Bulgara  had  failed  to  get  through 
the  cut  railway.  They  had  sacrificed 
men  at  the  rate  of  three  to  the  Serbs' 
one.  They  were  exhausted,  and  ever 
sine.  August  23  they  have  remained 
where  they  were  on  positions  I  de- 
scribed at  the  beginning  of  thla  mea- 
sage  without  making  any  more  attempts 
to  advance  further. 

Indeed,  prisoners  brought  in  aay  that 
the  spirit  of  the  Bulgarian  army  is  bad- 
ly broken  aa  a  reault  of  their  loasea  and 
the  Allies*  superiority  in  artillery.  So 
that  of  60,000  men  who  began  the  at- 
tack only  about  26,000  remain. 


Withdraw  From  Kronstadt 
and  Vicinity  to  Carpathian 
Passes— Dastardly  German 
Action  Exposed  at  Bucharest, 


BUCHAREST,  Oct  ».— Tha  official 
communication  from  headquartera  la- 
sued  today  reads: 

"On  the  northern  and  northwestern 
front — Patrol  engagementa  occurred  be- 
tween Callman  and  Sepslssentgyorgy. 

"In  the  Brosso  (Kronstadt)  region  w. 
were  obliged  to  fall  back  toward  the 
northern  ends  of  the  Carpathian 
passes. 

"In  the  Calnenl  and  Jlu  passes  minor 
infantry  and  artillery  actions  were 
fought  ending  In   our  favor." 

Baplosivsa  round  In  Legation 

"A  aquadron  of  eight  German  aero- 
planes flew  over  Buchareat  at  11 
o'clock,  and  dropped  bombs  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  the  Oare  du  Nord  and  on  some 
linen  warehouses.  The  damage  waa  In- 
significant. 

"We  are  still  holding  the  helghta  dom- 
inating Petrosmy  and  th.  Jlu  valley. 
We  are  In  possession  of  th.  Calnenl  de- 
file. Yeaterday  German  artillery  bom- 
barded the  railroad  station  at  Calnenl. 

"An  investigation  mad.  at  th.  German 
legation  led  to  the  discovery  of  numer- 
ous caaea  of  trinitrotoluene  buried  In 
the  legation,  and  of  flagons  of  liquid 
labelled  'Virus.'  which  were  Intended  to 
propagate  simultaneously  an  epidemic 
among  men  and  horses. 

"A  representative  of  the  United 
States  legation  witnessed  the  discovery. 
Thla  new  criminal  manoeuvre  reveals 
preparations  similar  to  those  made  In 
other  countries.  The  Germans  were  un- 
able to  use  their  high  explosives 
against  works  of  art  aa  tney  were  sur- 
prised by  Roumanla'a  entry  into  the 
war,  and  by  tha  surveillance  of  the 
secret  police.'* 


LONDON.  Oct  •.— A  Buchareat  de- 
spatch, forwarded  from  Rom.  to  the 
Wireless  Presa.  says  th.  Roumanians 
evacuated  the  Transylvanlan  city  of 
Kronstadt  to  avoid  lta  destruction  by 
Austro-Oerman  batteries,  which  had  be- 
gun to  fir.  on  th.  town.

TRANSPORT  TORPEDOED 

Trsnch      Steamship      Carrying      Serbian 
Soldlsre   Ssnt    Down 
Hundred  Drown 


PARIS,  Oct.  9. — The  ateamshlp  Gallia, 
an  auxiliary  cruiser  carrying  2,000  Ser- 
bian and  French  soldiers,  waa  torpedoed 
and  sunk  on  October  4  by  a  German 
submarine.  Most  of  the  men  were 
picked  up  by  a  French  cruiser  and 
landed  on  the  southern  coast  of  Sar- 
dinia. 

Th.  torpedo  caused  the  explosion  of 
ammunition  in  the  hold  of  the  Gallia, 
and  also  destroyed  the  wireless  appar- 
atus, making  It  imposalble  to  send  out 
calls  for  help.  The  crew  and  troops  took 
to  rafts  and  small  boats,  a  number  of 
which  were  picked  up  by  the  Fr.nch 
cruiser.  Others  reached  th.  Sardinian 
shore. 

LONDON,  Oct.  9. — Of  the  3,000  French 
and  Serbian  troops  on  the  liner  Oallia 
when  ah.  was  aunk  In  the  Mediterranean 
on  October  4,  1,663  were  saved,  says  a 
Renter  dispatch  from  Paris. 

The  Oallia  was  a  16,000-ton  steamer, 
174  feet  long,  and  64  feet  beam,  sh. 
was  built  on  th.  S.ln.  In  1013,  and  was 
owned  by  th.  Compagni.  Navigation 
Atlantlqua  of  Bordeaux.  8h.  was  one 
of  the  largest  vessels  sunk  by  sub- 
marines during  th.  war.  Early  thla 
year  Serbian  troops  were  taken  to  in- 
serts. Tunis,  which  is  south  of  Sar- 
dinia. Th.  Oallia  may  have  been  on 
her  way  from  Tunis  with  troops  for  the 
Macedonian  front.

Proposed  Change  in  Regard  to 
Canadian  Wounded  Evokes 
Protests  in  England— Lady 
Drummond's  Letter, 


LONDON,  Oct.  9.— A  letter  from  Lady 
Drummond  has  been  published  in  The 
Times,  protesting  against  any  segrega- 
tion of  Canadian  wounded  from  the 
casualties  of  other  branches  of  the 
British  forces,  which,  it  appears,  has 
been  proposes.  The  Manchester  Guar- 
dian, discussing  the  letter,  ascribes  the 
proposed  change  to  Oen.  Hughes',  visit. 

Lady  Drummond  brought  up  her  own 
two  years'  experience  as  proof  of  the  un- 
wisdom of  such  a  procedure;  moreover, 
she  asserted  that  it  was  directly  op- 
posed to  the  desires  of  the  Canadian 
wounded  themselves. 

The  letter,  concluding,  said:  "For 
some  of  us  there  comes  at  times  an 
anxious  thought  for  tomorrow.  It  1. 
the  danger  of  conflict  in  Canada  between 
those  to  whom  the  Empire  stands  for  a 
great  and  noble  Interdependence,  a  com- 
munity rather  than  an  alliance  of  free 
nations,  and  those  whose  mistaken  and 
selfish  nationalism  sees  greatness  In 
'separateness,'  and  safety  in  the  narrow- 
ing   of    responsibility. 

"Nothing  is  small  or  unimportant 
which  has  Inclined  men's  minds  to  one 
or  other  of  these  points  of  view.  It  is 
no  small  choice  that  confronts  us  now. 
I  write  as  a  Canadian  for  Canadians. 
Shall  we  blend  or  shall  we  divide?" 
Much   Interest  Aroused 

Lady  Drummond's  letter  has  aroused 
considerable  Interest.  Mrs.  Oooderham, 
president  of  the  Daughters  of  the  Em- 
pire, fully  endorses  Lady  Drummond's 
stand.  "I  cannot,  for  th.  life  of  me, 
fathom  the  reason  for  such  a  policy," 
says  Mrs.  Oooderham.  "It  is  a  step 
backward,  rather  than  forward  towards 
the  goal  of  imperial  unity,  and  will  be 
bitterly  resented  by  the  women  of 
Canada." 

The  Evening  Standard  thinks  the 
Canadians  have  "put  themselves  In 
badly"  over  the  proposal  to  have  Can- 
adian wounded  placed  exclusively  in 
Canadian  hospitals.  "It.  looks,"  Th. 
Standard  aays.  "as  if  they  had  been  lis- 
tening to  the  grumblings  of  a  few  men, 
Included  In  a  convoy  bound  for  some 
rather  distant  ship,  who  consequently 
may  go  48  hours  longer  before  receiv- 
ing some  of  the  extra  good  things  th. 
people  of  the  Dominion  send  here  for 
their  wounded. 

"The  proposal  has  not  been  looked 
upon  at  all  favorably  by  some  of  the 
ablest  men  In  th.

Mr.  Curtis 
invariably  seeks  for  the  motives,  and 
he  infers  them  from  what  happened 
after  the  event  which  those  motives 
Inspired.  Rather  unscientific  and  not  a 
little  dangerous  this  in  the  considera- 
tion of  Imperial  problems. 

When  we  consider  Imperial  problems 
In  the  year  191*  we  must  think  of  them 
in  the  light  of  the  events  of  1016  and 
aa  matters  to  be  advanced  one  or  more 
stages  by  the  people  of  l»lf.  It  will 
be  fresh  in  the  memory  of  many  people 
that  some  ten  or  twelve  years  ago  we 
were  gravely  assured  by  a  group  of 
English  Imperialists  that,  If  Canada  waa 
not  given  a  preference  of  t  cents  a 
bushel  on  her  wheat  exported  to  the 
United  Kingdom,  the  Dominion  would 
not  stay  within  the  Empire.  What  has 
happened  since  hardly  supports  that 
heresy.  The  young  men  of  the  wheat- 
growing  provinces,  who  have  gone  out 
by  tans  of  thousands  to  fight  the  bat- 
tles of  the  Empire,  were  not  influenced 
by  any  such  paltry  conception  of  the 
nature  of  the  Imperial  tie, 

Mr.  Curtis  and  gentlemen  who  regord 
Imperial  matters  from  hla  point  of 
view  are  striving  to  create  something 
that  ia  already  in  existence,  namel 
United  British  Umpire.  They  h 
recently  begun  to  "tffink  Imperially" 
that  this  great  fact  haa  net  yet  found 
its  way  to  the  bottom  of  heir  minds  and 
does  not  determine  their  views.  If  we 
are  asked  if  we  think  no  changes  in  the 
Imperial  Fabric  ore  needed,  we  reply 
la  the  negative.  We  are  very  ooro 
that  changes  must  came,  and  possibly 
very  radical  changes  In  the  near  future, 
Juat  aa  they  have  occurred  In  the  past; 
but  wo  hovd  aa  abiding  faith  in  what 
Tennyson  called  "this  crowned  Repub- 
lic's commonsense."  Nine  and  a  half 
centuries  have  passed  since  Norman. 
Saxon,  Dane  and  Celt  began  to  werh  out 
the  British  problem.  This  congeries  of 
people*  boo  set  ot  defiance  all  role*  of 
logic,  alt  historical  precedents,  and  yet 
WO  find  Britons  from  every  quarter  of 
tha  Globe  otandlag  aide  by  aide  on  the 
battlefields  of  France  and  Belgium  ready 
to  die  it  need  ha  for  the  sacred  cause 
of  freedom,  of  which  our  Empire  la  the 
greatest  example  to  bo  found  la  his- 
tory. It  IS  because  of  these  things  that 
We  regard  thd  future  with  no  misgiv- 
ings, and  that,  while  welcoming  auch 
boohs  as  those  for  Which  Mr.  Curtis  la 
responsible^!  decline  to  be  stampeded 
into  an  acospjtance  of  his  ultimate  con- 
claelonB.

Net  results  as 
per  Mr.  Fullerton's  estimate,  91,740  per 
annum  fjajp  tap  iggfil  But  would  any 
intelligent  grower  atop  In  July  when  the 
assured  means  of  reaping  another  crop 
from  tha  aame  land  waa  at  hand?  Surely 
not.  Be  would  grow  another  crop.  Say 
that  this  second  crop  would  net  only 
half  the  berry  crop — 1870.  thus  a  total 
of  approximately  »2,600  would  be  ob- 
tained from  ten  acres.  Such  an  assured 
income  would  make  Saanich  district  a 
thriving  community  of  small  Intensive 
growers,  and  would  make,  aa  Mr.  Ful- 
lerton  said,  auch  a  boom  in  real  estate 
as  Victoria  never  had,,  and  one  In  which 
the  bottom  would  not  fall  out  A  atep 
further,  and  the  Saanich  Municipal 
Council  would  In  their  wladom  be  pru- 
dent and  far-sighted  If  they  formed 
themselves  Into  an  association  and  pro- 
ceeded" with  the  formation  of  a  Saanich 
District    fruit   factory,  which,   under  a 
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The  werh  of  the  Waanca'o  Institute* 
has  became  aa  important  factor  la  the 
rural  life  of  British  Columbia.  The 
osganlsatieaa  have  developed,  extend- 
ed their  activities,  ebowa  aa  eathuei- 
aam  In  a  manner  that  ha*  had  aa  In- 
timate bearing  on  the  Improvement  of 
eewdtttoaa  ta  tha  farm  and  country 
homes.  Home  economy  in  lis  various 
Phono*  haa  been  considered  la  a  way 
to  reflect  credit  on  the  women  of  the 
Province,  and  the  place  of  woman  tn 
the  economic  and  intellectual  life  of 
th*  communities  hare  been  wonderfully 
advanced.  Some  say  that  co-operation 
and  community  effort  la  impossible  In 
the  rural  districts,  alnoe  Individualism 
is  so  strong.  The  women  of  the  valley 
particularly  have  disproved  this.  At 
the  Fall  fairs  In  recent  years,  at  dower 
shows,  la  many  spheres  of  public  rural 
activity,  they  have  had  a  targe  and 
Important  part,  and  the  success  of 
these  Fall  falsa  this  years  have  largely 
beea  doe  to  the  women  associated  to- 
gether In  the  Women's  Institutes.  For 
these  and  other  reasons  the  confer- 
ences of  the  Women's  Institutes  being 
held  at  Clovardala  are  worthy  of  the 
attention  of  the  public  What  women 
ara  doing  aa  well  tn  a  public  way  to 
the  best  sign  that  la  at  hand  ef  the 
ability  of  the  gentler  aex  to  rise  to 
their  responsibilities  and  opportunities.

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The  mining  Industry  In  Kooteney  and 
Boundary  will  be  on  a  better  basis  af- 
ter the  war  closes  than  when  the 
struggle  began. 

Development  will  be  mere  advanced, 
smelter  and  concentration  methods  will 
nave  been  greatly  Improved,  with  con- 
sequent greater  savings  of  values,  and 
the  high  cost  of  materials  now  prevail- 
ing Is  having  the  effect  of  forcing 
economies  In  methods  of  mlns  opera- 
tion. Such  economies  in  method  will 
continue  after  the  war,  when  supply 
costa  are  normal.  In  addition,  high 
metal  prices  are  enabling  numerous 
companies  to  get  on  to  a  sounder  fin- 
ancial basis. 

All  these  factors  are  strengthening 
the  industry  for  the  after-the-war 
period,  which  may  bring  continued 
high  metal  prices  or  may  be  accom- 
panied by  a  return  to  normal  prices. 
Many  metal  market  experts  believe 
that  the  demand  for  Industrial  pur- 
poses' will  be  so  great  during  th*  re- 
constructed period  that  good  prices 
are  certain  for  an  extended  period.

Flames  in  Hospital  at  Atha- 
basca, Alta,  Fatal  to  Old 
Woman  and  Two  Children 

—Rescue  Efforts  Vain. 

_ 

.  ATHABASCA,  Alta..  Oct.  9.— The  ex-, 
plosion  of  an  oil  lantern  In  a  patient's 
room  about  5  a.m.  on  Sunday,  started  a 
Are  which  destroyed  the  Sacred  Heart 
hospital  here,  and  caused  the  death  of 
three  patients.  Mrs.  Olson,  a  blind  and 
paralyzed  woman,  59  years  old,  two 
feeble-minded  children,  Elizabeth  Mo- 
Leod,  aged  9,  and  Alice  Allon,  aged  14 
years,  are  the  dead. 
"By  the. heroic  efforts  of  Sister  Eloise 
and  other  members  of  the  hospital  staff, 
all  the  other  patients  were  safely  res- 
(sued  from  the  blazing  rooms  and  smoke- 
clouded  corridors,  and  are  now  under  a 
doctor's  care  at  the  Athabasca  hotel. 
,  Sister  Klolse.  at  the  risk  of  her  own 
life,  tried  to  rescue  Mrs.  Olson  and  the 
children  from  their  room,  but  the  for- 
mer becoming  unconscious  and  being  too 
heavy  for  the  sister  to  carry,  she  had  to 
be  left  behind. 

After  rescuing  other  patients  another 
effort  was  made  to  rescue  Mrs.  Olson, 
but  by  that  time  the  Are  was  burning 
too  fiercely.  Several  times  the  clothing 
of.  the  rescuers  caught  Are,  and  was 
with  difficulty  extinguished.  There  were 
10  patients  in  the  hospital,  and  of  these 
seven  were  saved. 

The  volunteer  flre  brigade  did  good 
work,  but  the  alarm  was  turned  in  too 
late  for  their  services  to  be  of  avail  in 
saving  the  building.  The  hospital  con- 
tained 40  beds  an<l  was  built  Ave  years 
ago.  There  was  no  Insurance,  and  the 
loss  is  estimated  at  from  126.000  to 
$35,000.  The  loss  of  the  hospital  will 
be  keenly  felt  In  the  district,  as  It  was 
the  only  one  nearer  than  Edmonton.

Address  by  H.  R,  H.  the  Duke 
of  Connaught  to  Canadian 
Club  at  Ottawa  —  Gives 
Good  Advice. 


OTTAWA,  Oct.  ».— Aa  Inspiring  fare- 
well message  to  the  people  of  Canada 
was  given  by  H.  It.  H.  the  Duke  of 
Connaught,  Qov*rnor-G*neral  of  Can- 
ada, In  aa  address  to  the  Canadian  Club 
of  Ottawa  on  Saturday.  To  a  groat 
gathering,  which  Included  almost  every 
member  of  the  Cabinet,  His  Royal  High- 
ness sounded  a  clear  call  to  duty  to  all 
Canadians,  and  In  the  course  of  his 
address  expressed  his  own  personal  re- 
gret at  having  to  eay  good-bye  to  Caa- 


Toucbing  on  after-the-war  problems 
the  Duke  said  that  the  question  of  Im- 
migration would  be  of  the  utmost  Im- 
portance, and  he  urged  that  It  would  be 
wise  to  Insist  on  immigrant*  of  British 
stock. 

"I  find  nothing  so  unpleasant,"  be 
said  at  the  outset,  "than  saying  good- 
bye to  those  whom  I  have  learned  to 
look  upon  as  friends.  It  is  difficult  on 
an  occasion  like  this  to  know  the  right 
thing  to  say.  I  am  not  political.  I  am 
not  allowed  to  be;  and  rightly  so.  I 
try  to  look  at  things  purely  as  they  af- 
fect the  welfare  and  the  progress  of 
Canada  and  their  connection  with  the 
King  and  the  Empire  a*  a  whole.  When- 
ever I  have  been  in  Canada  I  have  been 
received  with  a  kindness  and  cordiality 
I  shall  never  forget. 

Canada's  Great  Tatars 

"Canada  has  a  great  future  before  It 
In  Canada  the  Empire  has  a  position 
that  is  bound  to  take  a  leading  part 
lu  the  activities  of  the  future.  Our 
thoughts,  however,  naturally  turn  to  the 
war.  It  has  lasted  now  over  two  years. 
Heaven  knows  when  It  will  end.  It  has 
meant  terrible  sacrifices  from  the  sons 
of  the  Empire  all  over  the  world. 
Canada  has  taken  her  share  in  a  most 
magnificent  manner.  Many  of  Canada's 
sons  have  sacrificed  their  lives,  and 
Canadians  whom  I  address  now  ought 
to  feel  proud  of  the  way  that  all  Can- 
adians have  done  their  duty  at  the 
ftont. 

"It  will  ever  be  written  in  the  re- 
cords of  Canada  that  In  the  time  of 
the  greatest  need,  unasked  and  unforced, 
the  best  of  Canada's  sons  rallied  to  the 
colors,  most  of  whom  never  had  any 
Idea  of  entering  the  military  profes- 
sion, and  gave  up  their  civil  vocation 
for  the  good  of  the  army." 

Questlns   to   Be   raced 

After  referring  to  Canada's  many 
other  means  of  assistance  in  the  war. 
His   Royal    Highness   proceeded: 

"Canada,  after  the  war,  will  have 
many  dlfifcult  questions  to  face.  Pos- 
sibly the  most  important  is  as  to  what 
class  of  Immigrants  are  you  going  to 
have?  I  venture  to  think  that  it  will 
be  wise  for  Canada  to  Insist  on  having 
Immigrants  of  British  stock."  Canada 
had,  he  said,  reason  to  know  how  she 
could  depend  on  English  stock.  They 
had  proved  their  splendid  valor  on  many 
a  battlefield.  At  present  many  In  Can- 
ada were  of  alien  etock.  They  had  bet- 
ter be  from  the  Old  Country,  whence 
they  bring  the  best  traditions  and  are 
loyal  to  Sovereign  and  Empire. 

"Sad  as  the  war  has  been,  terrible  as 
the  sacrifices,  it  may,  after  all,  be  a 
blessing  in  disguise.  It  has  brought 
out  the  best  traditions  and  best  feel- 
ings of  the  people.  Possibly  before  the 
war  Canada  was  too  prosperous.  Per- 
haps we  thought  of  ourselves  too  much. 
But  now  all  realise  the  duty  to  perform 
and  that  duty  has  come  first.  I  hope 
every  blessing  will  attend  Canada,  and 
I  hope  duty  Is  placed  before  everything 
else. 

look  to  Country's  Welfare 

"However  great  advantages  may  ac- 
crue to  politics,  in  the  great  future,  I 
hope  you  will  sink  them  and  think  only 
of  the  welfare  and  future  prospects  of 
this  great  Dominion.  Although  I  am 
going  to  sever  my  own  official  connec- 
tion with  Canada,  my  unofficial  connec- 
tion will  remain  as  long  as  I  live.  I 
shall  never  forget  my  five  years  with 
you.  But  I  hope  etlll  that  I  may  be  able 
to  come  over  again  and  see  how  you 
are  getting  on.  And  if  you  come  to 
England,  I  hope  you  will  come  and  see 
me.  Rest  assured  that  I  shall  always 
bo  ready  to  extend  the  right  hand  of 
fellowship  and  friendship.  I  assure  you 
again  that  I  most  Heartily  appreciate 
the  manner  in  which  you  have  received 
mo  today.  I  give  you  my  best  thanks, 
and  may  God's  blessing  rest  on  Canada 
forever." 


Sir  Robert  Borden  assured  His  Royal 
Highness  that  all  had  been  inspired  by 
the  words  he  had  uttered.  He  had  held 
up  before  them  Ideals  of  service  and 
duty;  Ideals  that  he  had  held  up  In  his 
own  life,  the  best  part  of  which  had 
been  spent  in  the  service  of  the  Empire 
in  many  capacities.  He  was  expressing 
the  thoughts  of  the  Canadian  Club  and 
all  the  Canadian  people  when  he  said 
they  were  most  profoundly  grateful  for 
his  services  on  the  eve  of  his  departure 
from  Canada.  By  the  time  His  Royal 
Highness  leaves,  he  said,  there  would 
bo  sent  oversea*  360,000  men.  This  small 
force  was  only  a  alight  appreciation 
Canada  had  for  the  stand  the  Mother 
Country  had  taken  In  the  present  con- 
flict

ENGLISH  VIEW  OF. 

STOWAWAY  NUISANCE 

Attitude   Adopted   by   the   United   States 
Zdfe    Of     Shipmaster 

Them  Bver 


Stowawaya  are  always  a  source  of 
trouble,  worry  and  expense,  (  but  th* 
attitude  now  adopted  in  the  United 
States  makes  the  life  of  the  ship- 
master even  more  burdensome  than 
ever,  says   London  Falrplay. 

For  Instance,  the  master  of  a  neutral 
steamer  had  just  got  his  steamer 
cleared  a  few  days  ago  and  was  about 
to  sail  when  two  United  States  offi- 
cials came  aboard,  arrested  the  cap- 
tain and  put  him  Into  gaol.  He  re- 
mained there  for  twenty-four  hours 
when  he  was  balled  out,  the  steamer, 
which  was  worth  about  £350  per  day, 
being  delayed  In  consequence.  It  sub- 
sequently transpired  that  a  man  had 
stowed  himself  away  on  board  the  ves- 
sel on  the  outward  voyage,  of  course 
without  the  knowledge  of  the  owner  or 
master,  and  that  through  no  careless- 
ness on '  the  part  of  the  latter  he 
managed  to  escape  ashore. 

Instead  of  the  officials  seeing  the 
agents  of  the  vessel  and  arranging 
matters  with  them,  thus  saving  the  de- 
lay of  the  ship,  they  adopted  a  high- 
handed procedure  which  could  do  no 
possible  good  except  to  the  self-esteem 
of  a  tape-worm.

Another  case  occured  In  June  in  con- 
nection with  a  Greek  steamer.  This 
vessel  had  three  stowaways  on  board, 
who  escaped  with  the  connivance  of 
the  cook  and  the  mess-room  boy.  When 
the  master  discovered  their  existence 
he  Interrogated  the  cook  and  found 
they  he  had  received  100  francs  from 
the  stowaways.  The  necessary  state- 
ments, together  with  the  money,  were 
handed  to  the  Commissioners  for  im- 
migration and  the  master,  the  cook  and 
the  mesB-roora  boy  were  summoned. 
The  master  was  released  on  a  deposit 
of  $5000  being  given  for  his  presence  at 
the  further  hearing,  the  cook  being  de- 
tained in  gaol. 

The  matter  waa,  however,  compli- 
cated by  the  evidence  of  the  cook,  who 
denied  the  confession  made  to  the 
master,  and  swore  that  there  was  an 
arrangement  between  himself  and  the 
latter  whereby  the  stowaways  were 
to  pay  450  francs,  which  was  to  be 
divided  equally.  The  cook  also  claims 
that  he  was  only  paid  100  francs  by 
the  master.  The  crew's  evidence  is  in 
favor  of  that  given  by  the  captain,  but 
in  the  meantime  until  the  case  comes 
on  in  November  the  unfortunate  man 
has  considerable  cause  for  worry. 

The  difficulty  in  such  cases  is  to 
know  how  an  owner  can  protect  him- 
self. Every  effort  is  made  to  prevent 
stowaways  secreting  themselves  on 
board,  but  without  success;  and  where 
there  has  been  no  connivance  on  the 
part  of  the  masters  the  least  that  the 
authorities  on  the  other  side  can  do  Is 
to  deal  leniently  with  them.

HUNTING  ACCIDENT 

aigla  ■aywerd,  IS  Teats  Old,  May  Lose 

Leg  as  Besnlt  of  Mishap  at 

Ooldatream 


As  a  result  of  an  accident  while  he 
was  hunting  with  three  companions  In 
the  Goldstream  district,  Elgin  Hay- 
ward,  16-year-old  son  of  Mr.  Thomas 
Hayward,  of  Blackwood  Street,  Is  lying 
at  St.  Joseph's  Hospital  with  a  shat- 
tered knee.  His  Isft  leg  may  have  to 
be  amputated. 

Young  Hayward  was  taken  to  the  hos- 
pital about  7:30  p.m.  yesterday,  about 
five  hours  after  the  accident  took  place. 
He  suffered  the  loss  of  much  blood  and 
waa  uncosclous  when  he  reached  the 
hospital,  although  he  regained  his 
senses  later.  He  was  unable  to  account 
for  the  mishap  and  could  not  seem  to 
recollect  anything  that  transpired  after 
he  had  been  wounded.  He  waa  with 
three  boy  friends,  all  of  about  the  same 
age. 

As  far  as  can  be  ascertained,  the  boys 
went  out  early  yesterday  morning  on  a 
bunting  trip  to  Goldstream.  They  had 
penetrated  the  woods  along  the  trail 
eeveral  miles  when  the  accident  oc- 
cured.  It  was  then  about  2  o'clock,  al- 
though no  report  was  received  In  Vic- 
toria until  three  hours  later,  when  Cam- 
eron a  Caldwell's  motor  ambulance  left 
here  end  made  a  record  run  to  the  spot. 
First  aid  was  administered  by  a  reeldent 
doctor,  and  the  Injured  boy  was  brought 
back  to  town,  the  ambulance  arriving 
at  St.  Joseph's  Hospital  at  7  SO  p.m. 

He  waa  examined  lest  night  by  Dr. 
W.  T.  Barrett.  Several  bones  in  the  left 
knee  were  found  to  be  shattered  and  the 
wound  was  badly  Infected.

CHE  RIOT  IS 
CLIMAX  TO  TROUBLE 

Politics  and  Religion  Chief 
Factors  in  Difference  Which 
Culminate  in  Free-for-AII 
Fight  on  Sabbath  Eve. 


Troubls  which  had  its  climax  on 
Sunday  night  at  a  meeting  of  Chtneee 
resident  a  of  the  city  and  which  waa 
based  upon  politics  intermingled  with 
religion — two  sufficient  causes  to  the 
Celestial  mind  for  internecine  strife — 
resulted  in  a  veritable  riot  whoa  a 
meeting  was  held  In  the  Imperial  Chi- 
nese School,  Flaguard  Street,  opposite 
the  police  headquarters.  In  conse- 
quence of  the  disturbance  eight  Chi- 
nese are  in  the  accident  ward  at  the 
Royal  Jubilee  Hospital  suffering  from 
Injuries  wblch,  la  two  cases,  may  re- 
sult seriously;  sight  others  are  under 
bonds  to  appear  on  charges  of  being 
members  of  an  unlawful  assembly,  and 
there  is  an  air  of  unrest  and  excitement 
in  the  Chinese  quarter  which  requires 
but  little  to  cause  another  outbreak. 
The  injured  Chinese  are  Charlie  Bo, 
president  of  the  Chinese  Consolidated 
Benevolent  Association,  known  as  the 
Chong  Wah  Oul  Kwong;  Chew  Sam, 
Tong  Tim,  On  Ling,  Ling  Lip  Wing, 
San  Jew  and  Yuen  Non.  Tong  Tin  and 
Yuen  Non  are  suffering  from  concus- 
elon  caused  by  being  struck  on  the 
head  by  heavy  missiles;  Charlie  Bo, 
who  appears  to  have  been  a  central 
figure  in  the  disturbance.  Is  badly  cut 
about  the  eyes,  but  the  others  are  not 
seriously  Injured  though  badly  battered. 
Thoee  under  arrest  are  Ah  Key,  who  is 
alleged  to  have  been  the  one  to  heave 
a  chair  at  Charlie  Bo,  and  who  Is  out 
under  bonds  at  $1,000  personal  security 
and  two  securities  of  $600  each;  end 
Mah  Soon,  Fong  Chin,  Sing  Chung,  Lee 
Mew,  lino,  Wong  Hung  and  Sing,  these 
last  named  seven  being  held  on  bonds 
of   $600   each. 

All  day  yesterday  Chinatown  was 
agog  with  excitement,  rumors  of  more 
trouble  were  rife  and  while  the  two 
factions  sppeared  to  be  resting  after 
their  strenuous  efforts  of  the  night  be- 
fore, some  Chinese  who  described  them- 
selves as  "neutral,"  predicted  the  end 
is  not  yet. 

Bach  Blame  Other 

The  chief  source  of  the1  trouble,  it 
would  appear,  was  politics  and  re- 
ligion. One  party,  headed  by  Charlie 
Bo,  the  well  known  Chinese  tailor,  and 
president  of  the  Chinese  Consolidated 
Benevolent  Association,  clal  ma  a  sec- 
tion of  the  members  who  call  them- 
selves Nationalists,  want  to  secure 
control  of  the  association  which  pos- 
sesses property  valued  at  about  $160,- 
000  and  a  large  fund.  The  other  fac- 
tion refute  this  charge  and  allege  that 
their  opposition  to  the  Bo  element  has 
been  occasioned  by  the  fact  that  Bo  and 
the  secretory  of  the  association  have, 
In  high-handed  manner,  taken  it  upon 
themselves  to  send  a  message  to  the 
Chinese  President  reflecting  upon  the 
Republican  Government  and  demanding 
that  Confucianism  be  re-established  as 
the  national  religion  despite  the  fact 
that  the  Republican  Government  had 
declared  for  religious  freedom.  This 
messags.  It  is  declared  by  the  oppo- 
nents of  the  president  of  tbs  associa- 
tion, waa  sent  without  authority  of 
the  members  and  without  ths  knowl- 
edge of  the  governing  board.  It  is  fur- 
ther alleged  that  the  majority  of  the 
members  of  the  Chinese  Masonic  Order 
are  behind  Charlie  Bo.  It  is  needless 
to  state  that  the  Bo  faction  deny  these 
allegations. 

Matters  came  to  a  climax  about  two 
weeks  ago  whsn,  fallowing  a  meeting  of 
the  board  of  the  Benevolent  Associa- 
tion at  which  sevsral  matters  of  busi- 
ness were  discussed  but  no  definite 
action  was  taken,  Charlie  Bo  and  the 
secretary,  it  Is  alleged,  drafted  and 
sent  a  message  to  the  Chinese  Presi- 
dent which,  besides  saying  uncompli- 
mentary things  about  ths  existing 
Chinese  Parliament  demanded  the  res- 
toration of  Confucianism  as  the  state 
religion.  This  action  was  learned  of 
and  a  number  of  members  of  the  as- 
sociation held  meetings  at  which  tbey 
Invited  Bo  to  attend  and  explain  how 
it  was  he  had  so  acted  in  the  absence 
of  the  Instructions  of  the  majority  of 
the  board.  Bo  did  not  avail  himeelf  of 
the  Invitation,  so  when  he  called  a 
meeting  on  Sunday  night  at  which  his 
followers  would  be  present  In  force, 
the  other  faction  decided  they  would  be 
represented,  and  a  delegate  with  a 
following  was  on  hand.  When  Charlie 
Bo  called  the  meeting  to  order  this 
delegate  rose  and  demanded  to  know 
the  president's  explanation  of  the  ac- 
tion of  himself  and  secretary  and  re- 
ferred to  the  opportunities  given  to 
those  two  officers  to  explain  at  the 
meetings  previously  called.  Bo  con- 
temptuously. It  la  alleged,  referred  to 
those  invitations  aa  the  barkings  of 
dogs,  and  under  the  belief  that  he  had 
his  followers  around  him  he  made  some 
remarks  which  Interpreted  In  free  man- 
ner, meant,  "If  you  don't  like  It,  go 
to  It."  His  followers,  his  opponents  as- 
sert, waa  distinguished  by  red  string 
tied  shout  their  wrists,  and  taking  his 
words  as  a  signal  they  proceeded  to 
oust  the  malcontents  and  the  fight 
was  on. 

for    Trouble 


Evidently  both  sides  had  expected 
trouble  for  warnings  had  been  sent  to 
the  police.  When  the  meeting  assem- 
bled the  top  floor  of  the  building  was 
packed,  the  hallways  and  stairs  crowd- 
ded  and  probably  400  Chinese  were  In- 
side  the  building. 

The  meeting,  so  the  watching  police 
on  the  street  below  thought,  had  ter- 
minated in  peace,  for  scores  of  the 
Chinese  were  seen  coming  downstairs 
In  orderly  manner,  but  suddenly  pande- 
monium broke  loose,  sounds  of  crash- 
ing furniture  snd  cries  from  the  top 
story  told  their  tale  and  In  an  Instant

The  police  mads  a  rush  beaded  by 
Detective  Inspector  Perdue  and  Sgt. 
Blackstock,  and  they  got  to  ths  doors 
of  ths  schoolroom  In  time  to  see  a 
crowd  of  Chinese  swarming  over  ad- 
jacent fences  all  armed  with  clubs, 
hits  of  rubber  hose  and  every  conceiv- 
able style  of  weapon.  This  paraphern- 
alia had,  it  afterwards  developed,  been 
cached  earlier  In  the  evening  behind 
the  fences  and  kept  ready  for  use, 
which  faction  thus  showed  itself  in 
favor  of  preparedness  Is  another  dis- 
puted point. 

While  the  sounds  of.  strife  and  din 
continued  upstairs  squads  ot\  Chlneee 
surrounded  the  exits  apparently  wait- 
ing for  their  opponente  to  appear.  For 
half  an  hour  the  police  were  kept  busy, 
and  aa  they  penetrated  upstairs  they 
met  Injured  Chlneee  falling  down  the 
stepa  with  blood  streaming  from  their 
heads  and  faces.  Oae  Chinese  had 
armed  himself  with  a  spear,  a  part  of 
some  Chinese  ceremonial  paraphernalia, 
and  he  was  running  amok  in  the 
school  yard  until  chopped  over  the  head 
with  a  policeman's  "billy,"  when  he 
subsided.  In  the  assembly  room  up- 
stairs furniture  was  lying  In  piles, 
smashed  and  torn;  gilded  grill-work 
which  formed  the  chief  part  of  the  ex- 
pensive Oriental  decorations,  was  lying 
about  in  pieces  and  the  place  was  a 
veritable  wreck. 

The  police  assistsd  the  injured  men 
to  police  headquarters,  where  four  of 
them  were  attended  by  Dr.  Lennox  and 
taken  to  the  hospital.  Later  three 
others,  who  had  been  carried  by  the 
Chinese  to  the  Chinese  Masonic  Tem- 
ple, adjoining  the  police  station,  were 
attended  to  by  Dr.  Sinclair  and  alao 
removed  to  the  hospital.  In  the  con- 
fusion the  police  could  secure  but  a 
few  of  the  ringleaders,  some  of  them 
more  or  less  battered. 

In  the  hall  upstairs,  clubs,  bricks 
and  other  weapons  appeared  as  If  by 
magic  and  the  heavy  chairs,  which 
formed  a  very  expensive  portion  of  the 
furnishings  of  the  ball,  were  seized 
and  proved  effective  instruments.  The 
heavy  double  doors  shutting  off  the 
hall  from  the  stairways  were  cloaed, 
but  in  the  rush  were  carried  clean  off 
their  hinges  and  decorations,  furniture 
and  everything  handy  as  missiles  filled 
the  air.  That  some  of  the  Chinese 
were  not  killed  was  due  probably  to 
poor  aim  rather  than  lack  of  intent. 

Yesterday  morning  some  of  the  op- 
ponents of  the  Charlie  Bo  element  wero 
at  the  police  station  seeking  to  lay 
charges  against  him  as  the  cause  of 
the  trouble.  Tbey  have  retained  Mr.  J. 
6.  Brandon  as  solicitor.  The  others 
have  retained  Mr.  W.  C.  Moresby.  The 
charges  against  thoee  men  arrested  by 
the  police  will  be  proceeded  with  In  the 
police  court  this  morning. 


Even  Salt  Water  Bathing 
Among  Mid-Autumn  Diver- 
sions— Theatres  Reap  Rich 
Harvest  Ail  Day, 


Victoria  used  Thanksgiving  Day  Just 
as  any  other  holiday  or  any  day  off 
that  might  have  no  special  significance 
attached  to  It.  The  Thanksgiving  ser- 
vices held  in  most  of  the  churches  in 
years  gone  by  were  conspicuous  by 
their  absence.  The  congregation  of 
the  First  Church  of  Christ  Scientist, 
however,  held  a  Thanksgiving  service 
at  11  o'clock.  This  was  about  the  only 
special  service.  Most  of  the  other 
churches  observed  the  occasion  at  their 
regular  services  on  Sunday. 

An  ideal  Autumn  day,  with  bright 
sunshine,  not  a  cloud  In  the  sky  and  an 
atmosphere  that  was  exhlllrating,  but 
not  the  least  bit  cold,  took  thousands 
of  persons  motoring  through  the  coun- 
try. Many  persons  went  out  to  the 
military  camp  at  Sidney,  while  others 
went  over  the  Malahat  and  in  the 
direction  of  Sooke.  Many  parties  spent 
the  afternoon  at  the  beaches  around 
the  city. 

One  of  the  features  of  the  mid-Au- 
tumn holiday  was  the  salt  water  bath- 
ing at  Brentwood.  Both  men  and  wo- 
men were  swlmmlnmg  there  nearly  all 
afternoon.  They  said  the  water  in  the 
upper  part  of  the  Saanich  Arm  was  as 
temperate  as  at  Cordova  Bay  in  the 
middle  of  Summer. 

There  waa  standing  room  only  on 
all  the  suburban  trains  of  the  B.  C. 
Electric  and  the  Victoria  it  Sidney  Rail- 
way as  they  left  their  stations.  Most 
of  ths  passengers  went  only  a  short 
distance  out  in  the  country,  many  of 
them  for  walking  trips.  Both  morning 
and  afternoon  trains  on  the  E.  a  N. 
Railway  were  well  loaded.  The  Van- 
couver and  Seattle  boats  brought  In 
only  the  usual  number  of  passengers 
during  the  afternoon.  Most  of  the  Vic- 
torians who  went  to  the  Mainland  for 
the  holiday  left  on  the  Friday  or  Sat- 
urday excursions  and  will  return  to- 
day. 

All  ths  golf  links  and  tennis  courts 
wers  In  requisition  until  dusk.  Hunters 
were  In  the  woods  on  the  lower  part 
of  the  Island  both  yesterday  and  Sun- 
day. 

The  people  who  are  really  gratified 
with  the  results  of  Thanksgiving  Day 
this  year  are  tbe  theatre  managers. 
Some  J.900  persons  took  in  the  per- 
formances at  the  Pantages  Theatre  in 
ths  afternoon  and  evening.  There  was 
not  a  seat  left  at  anyvshow  and  every- 
thing waa  gone  at  the  7  o'clock  per- 
formance shortly  after  the  doors 
opened.  The  overflow  crowd  swarmed 
out  to  the  middle  of  the  street  In  front 
of  the  theatre,  pushing  and  squeexlng 
and  trying  to  get  tickets.  Finally 
Manager  Rice  was  forced  to  go  out- 
side and  make  a  speech  to  assuage 
their    disappointment 

There  was  the  same  rush  to  the  big 
moving  picture  theatres,  such  as  the 
Dominion,  Royal  Victoria.  Variety  and 
Columbia.  These  theatres  were  all 
filled  before  7  o'clock.  They  all  did  an 
immense  business   la   ths  afternoon. 

There  was  a  largely-attended  Thanks- 
giving Day  dinner  dance  at  tbe  Em- 
press Hotel  last  night  commencing  at 
f  o'clock.  This  wss  the  opening  dance 
of  the  season  there.

The  official  recount  at  Albernl  has 
cut  down  from  54  to  38  the  plurality 
of  Mr.  H.  C.  Brewster,  Liberal  leader, 
over  Cap  l.  J.  Q.  C.  Wood,  the  Conserva- 
tive candidate.  Mr.  Brewster  ran  in 
Albernl  as  well  as  in  Victoria.  The 
Anal  figures  give  Mr.  Brewster  326, 
Capt.  Wood  298  and  Mr.  Nelll,  the 
Independent  candidate,   $14. 

There  were  28  rejected  ballots  In  the 
whole  district,  five  being  from  Albernl, 
four  from  Port  Albernl.  nine  from  Wel- 
lington, one  from  Klldonan,  two  from 
Clayoquot,  three  from  Coombs,  one 
from  Lake  Eric,  one  from  Cape  Scott, 
one  from  Quatsino  and  one  from  Er- 
rlngton. 

There  were  351  votea  cast  in  the  dis- 
trict in  favor  of  Prohibition  and  467 
against  the  measure,  making  a  ma- 
jority of  10«  against   it. 

Woman's  Suffrage  fared  much  bet- 
ter, however,  with  660  votes  in  favor 
and  249  votes  against  the  measure. 
There  were  60  spoiled  papers  in  the 
Suffrage  Referendum  and  57  in  the 
Prohibition,

According  to  a  message  received  yes- 
terday by  Mr.  Fred  Dykes,  of  Calduthal 
Road,  this  city,  his  son,  Pte.  Arthur 
William  Dykes,  has  been  wounded  In  ac- 
tion. Definite  information  as  to  the 
seriousness  of  his  Injuries  is  not  yet 
available. 

Pte.  Dykes,  who  Is  still  In  his  "teens," 
was  for  some  time  employed  in  the  cir- 
culation department  of  The  Colonist 
He  was  educated  at  North  Ward  Schoot 
and  shortly  after  war  began  he  Joined 
up  with  the  Army  Medical  Corps  at 
Work  Point,  and  left  with  a  draft  from 
that  unit  some  months  ago.  After  stay- 
ing a  short  period  In  Vernon,  he  went 
oa  to  England,  where  be  was  stationed 
for  eeveral  weeks  st  Cheriton  Camp, 
SborneUffe.  He  had  been  at  the  front 
only  a  short  time  prior  to  becoming  a 
casualty. 


Lieut  s  hoi  to  Gillespie  has  bee'n 
wounded  and  is  now  lying  in  a  hospital 
at  Salonlca,  says  S  cablegram  from  the 
War  Office  which  was  received  yester- 
day by  his  parents,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  George 
Gillespie,  of  "Hlghwood,"  Moss  Street. 

One  of  the  first  Victorians  to  leave 
here  for  overseas  service,  Lieut.  Gilles- 
pie went  through  nine  months  of  fight- 
ing on  the  Western  front  in  France  and 
Flar)ders,  and  seven  months  of  it  on 
ths  Balkan  frontier  before  being  finally 
hit  He  has  a  great  many  friends  in 
this  city  who  will  eagerly  look  forward 
to  his  complete  recovery  and  who  will 
share  with  his  parents  the  hope  that  bis 
injuries  prove  to  be  only  slllght. 

He  left  here  In  January,  1915.  inde- 
pendent of  any  unit,  and  took  out  a  com- 
mission In  the  Argyll  and  Sutherland 
Highlanders'  shortly  after  his  arrival  In 
the  Old  Country.  He  went  over  to 
France  shortly  afterwards  and  remained 
there  until  last  February,  when  he  was 
transferred  to  the  southeastern  war 
zone. 

A  surveyor  snd  engineer  before  the 
war,  Mr.  Gillespie  is  best  known  as  a 
football  and  cricket  player,  being  a 
member  of  Victoria's  representative 
rugby  football  team  for  a  number  of 
years,  and  his  prowess  with  the  bat 
made  him  a  valued  members  of  tbe  Vic- 
toria Cricket  XI. 

His  Srother,  Major  Hebden  Gillespie, 
late  of  the  60th  Gordon  Highlanders,  has 
been  transferred  to  the  Canadian  Field 
Artillery,  15th  Brigade,  now  in  England. 
Another  brother,  Ronald,  who  waa  a 
lieutenant  In  the  Gordon  Highlanders, 
was  captured  early  In  the  war,  end  In 
spite  of  a  desperate  attempt  to  escape 
by  Jumping  from  the  top  of  a  le-foot 
wall  at  the  fortress  of  Lille  he  Is  stlU 
s  prisoner  of  war.

condemning  the  course  taken  by  the 
General  Assembly  will  be  carried. 

The  opponents  of  union  have  ar- 
ranged a  three-days'  convention,  which 
will  be  opened  on  Tuesday,  Oct  17, 
when  Rev.  D.  D.  McLeod,  D.D.,  of  Har- 
ris, will  preach.  •  The  convocation'  will 
then  organise,  nominate  officers  and 
will  commence  discussion  on  "The  Fu- 
ture Policy  of  the  Church."  The  first 
paper  will  be  read  by  Rev.  Robert  Camp- 
bell, D.D.,  of  Montreal.  At  the  public, 
meeting  in  the  evening  two  addresses 
will  be  delivered,  "The  Contribution  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  by  Its  Policy 
and  Doctrines,  to  the  Rights  of  the  Peo- 
ple and  Civil  Government,"  by  J.  C. 
Brown,  of  New  Westminster,  B.C.;  and 
"The  Contribution  of  the  Doctrine  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  to  the  Religi- 
ous Life  and  Character  of  Canada,'*  by 
Rev.  Robert  Johnson,  M.A..  of  Halifax. 
On  Wednesday  there  will  be  other  ad- 
dresses along  similar  lines.  On  Thurs- 
day morSiIng  and  afternoon  the  convoca- 
tion will  consider  the  reports  of  the 
committee  on  resolutions  and  the  com-, 
mlttee  appointed  to  prepare  the  pastorat' 
letter.

the  first  Winter  of  the  war,  though 
there  was  distress  and  anxiety,  the  chil- 
dren were  not  sufferers. 

It  Is  not  easy  for  any  of  them  to 
undestand  that  In  Belgium  few  children 
get  enough  to  eat.  All  that  has  been 
possible  has  been  to  supply  the  people 
with  as  much  as  will  keep  body  and 
soul  together.  The  boys  and  girls  are 
almost  always  hungry  and  the  babies 
are  often  ill-nourished  because  their 
mothers  have  not  proper  food.  It  seems 
to  be  the  simple  truth  that  unless 
larger  supplies  of  food  reach  Belgium 
weak  children  will  die  and  strong  ones 
suffer. 

y  An  American  commission,  at  whose 
head  is  Mr.  Hoover,  is  feeding  the  peo- 
ple of  Belgium  and  that  part  of  France 
held  by  the  Germans.  But  this  com- 
mission cannot  make  a  single  loaf  of 
bread  unless  money  is  sent  to  buy  It 
Supplies  are'  being  sent  in  shiploads 
from  England,  France,  the  United  States 
and  Canada.  Francevsends  most  of  the 
money  for  her  own  poor  in  the  districts 
held  by  the  Germans. 

The  people  in  Great  Britain  have  tried 
many  ways  of  raising  the  money  to 
feed  the  Belgians.  The  Lord  Mayor  of 
London,  who  is  always  the  almoner  of 
the  British  people,   recently   found   that 


low.  He  and  Lord  Norfolk,  who  Is 
chairman  of  the  executive  council  of  the 
national  committee  for  the  relief  of 
Belgium,  consulted  together  and  thought 
the  children  of  the  British  Empire 
could  help  the  more  than  two  millions  of 
Belgian  children. 

Taking  Great  Britain.  Ireland.  Canada, 
South  Africa,  sod  New  Zealand  together, 
there  are  many  times  two  millions  of 
healthy,  happy  children  in  the  schools. 
Every  one  of  these,  the  gentlemen 
thought  Is  able  to  sing  or  recite  or 
play  games  or  dance,  or  do  something 
that  would  amuse  their  parents,  friends 
or  neighbors.  Some  could  give  an  ex- 
hibition of  school  work.*  Others  play 
football  or  basketball.  The  sent  out  a 
letter  to  all  the  school  teachers  every- 
where throughout  the  Seven  Seas.  The 
one  that  came  to  Canada  war  sent  to 
the  Duke  of  Connaught  He,  in  turn, 
sent  It  on  to  all  the  superintendents  of 
Education  from  Halifax  to  Victoria, 
asking  that  the  children  should  present 
the  money  the  schools  had  earned  on  the 
15th  of  November.  King  Alberts  Fete 
Day. 

-In  his  letter  to  the  teachers.  Dr.  Rob- 
inson, superintendent  of  education,  lays 
stress  on  the  fact  that  the  children  are 
to  give  the  money  they  have  made  them- 
selves, not  that  they  get  from  their 
parents.  It  will  be  a  good  thing  for 
the  children  to  work  for  other  children 
In  distress.  After  all,  It  Is  no  much  to 
ask  them  to  do,  although  no  entertain- 
ment worth  attending  was  ever  pre- 
pared In  a  school  without  real  hard 
work  on  the  part  of  both%teachers  and 
scholars.  This  will  be  wiUlngly  per- 
formed If  It  is  remembered  that  every 
dollar  will  help  to  keep  some  Belgian 
boy  or  girl  well  and  strong  till  the  day 
when  the  people  of  the  Industrious  lit- 
tle nation  can  go  back  to  the  work 
from  which  they  were  driven  by  the 
war.  It  will  be  a  terrible  thing  if  any 
of  the  children,  owing  to  the  priva- 
tion of  the  coming  months,  were 
unfitted  for  the  work  that  lies 
before  them  when  peace  returns. 
The  schools  of  our  own  Province  will 
do  their  part  of  Canada's  share  In 
gladdening  the  heart  of  the  heroic 
Belgian  King  and  his  brave  kind  wife 
by  a  big  birthday  present  to  be  hand- 
ed on  to  the  suffering  children  of  his 
country.  From  the  mountain  valleys 
to  the  coast  the  children  of  British 
Columbia  with  hearts  filled  with  pity 
will  work  for  the  relief  of  others  and 
they  and  their  teachers  will  feel  the 
satisfaction  that  comes  to  those  who 
help.

A  Hard-working  Countess 

Long  before  the  war  began,  the  Cum- 
berland Branch  of  the  British  Red  Cross 
Society,  under  its  president,  the  Coun- 
tess of  Lonsdale,  had  been  organising 
voluntary  aid  detachments.  In  a  recent 
number  of  The  Lady's  Pictorial,  Ethel 
Lloyd  describes  the  work  that  has  been 
done  in  Cumberland  since  the  war.  The 
work  began  In  1907,  and  Lady  Lonsdale 
encouraged  girls  and  young  women  to 
fprm  detachments  under  the  Red  Cross 
and  St  John  Ambulance  societies  when 
the  movement  was  far  from  popular. 
When  the  war  broke  out,  there  were 
eighteen  detachments  scattered  '  through 
the  town*  and  valleys  of  this  beautiful 
county,  with  which  the  poet  Wordsworth 
has  made  us  familiar.  There  are  more 
than  thirty.  In  the  local  auxiliary  hos- 
pitals, of  which  there  are  fourteen,  362 
V.  A  D.  nurses  are  employed,  and  94 
have  been  sent  to  the  military  hospitals 
abroad  and  at  home.  More  than  1,000 
wounded  men  have  been  treated  in  the 
local  hospitals,  all  of  which  are  small, 
and  there  has  been  but  one  fatality. 

The  nursing  Is,  however,  but  a  part 
of  the  work  the  women  under  the  lead- 
ership of  Lady  Lonsdale  are  doing.  Car- 
lisle has  been  used  as  a  Red  Cross  sta- 
tion for  patients  on  their  way  to  the 
hospitals  In  Scotland.  At  whatever  hour 
of  the  day  or  night  the  trains  pass 
through  they  find  refreshments  ready 
for  them.  More  than  20,000  have  been 
waited  upon  by  the  CumberlantT-branch 
of  the  Red  Cross  Society,  assisted  by 
Boy  Scouts  and  members  of  the  Boys' 
Brigade.. 

The  good  work  done  by  the  instruc- 
tion of  classes  will  last  long  after  the 
war  Is  over.  Each  V.  A.  D.  nurse  will 
be  a  missionary  in  the  cause  of  good 
health  and  adequate  sanitation,  and  in 
many  other  ways  will  help  to  make  bet- 
ter and  happier  homes. 

The  Countess  of  Lonsdale  is  a  woman 
whom  wealth  and  prosperity  have  not 
spoiled.  Before  the  war,  she  was  fond 
of  travel  and  >oudoor  sportst  but  since 
Its  outbreak  she  has  striven  to  lighten 
sorrow  t  and  relieve  pain  and  to  spread 
among  others  her  own  helpful  spirit. 

Effect  of  Bad  Teeth 
One  of  the  features  of  twentieth  cen- 
tury life  Is  the  almost  universal  prev- 
alence of  bad  teeth  among  children. 
Wherever  the  teeth  of  school  children 
have  been  examined  it  has  been  found 
that  the  percentage  of  those  having 
perfect  teeth  is  very  small  Indeed.  The 
bad  teeth  can  be  repaired  or  extracted, 
but  we  look  almost  in  vain  for  any 
means  of  prevention  of  decay. 

However,  an  experiment  which  has 
been  tried  in  Cleveland  shows  not  only 

•  that  much  can  be  done  to  prevent  suf- 
fering, but  that  if  teeth  are  attended 
to  children  will  learn  better.     From  ten 

■  grades  of  one  school  forty  pupils  were 

[selected  because  their  teeth  were  bad 
and  because  they  were  backward.   Their 

,  teeth  were  treated  freely  and  put  In 
perfect  order.  Each  was  promised  a 
five  dollar  gold  piece  If  he  or  she  would 
brush  the  teeth  three  times  a  day  and 
eat  properly.  All  but  thirteen  got  their 
gold  pieces. 

Then  they  were  examined  by  a 
psychologist  as  to  their  learning  capac- 
ity. It  was  found  that  at  the  end  of 
a  year  and  a  half  these  children  could 
learn  almost  twice  as  fast  as  before 
What  was  perhaps  as  Important  many 
ailments  from  which  they  had  formerly 
suffered,  such  as  headaches,  liver  com- 
plaint  and  heart  trouble,  were  cured. 
The  children  were  better  behaved. 

Such  a  result  points,  first  of  all,  to 
the  duty  of  parents  to  do  all  they  can 
to  keep  their  children's  teeth  In  good 
order.  The  cars  should  commence  In 
babyhood  and  continue  during  child- 
hood. But  if  dentistry  has  such  an 
effect  In  promoting  the  health  of  body 
and  mind,  can  the  state  afford  to  let 
children  grow  up  with  unsound  teeth? 
Would  It  not  be  profitable  to  pay  den- 
tists to  cars  for  the  teeth  of  all  chil- 
dren whose  parents  cannot  afford  to 
have   the  work  done?  —  *

The  following  are  extracts  from  a 
particularly  vivid  letter  written  by 
Second  Lieutenant  Harry  Butters,  a 
young  American  who  gallantly  fought 
and  died  as  an  officer  in  the  British 
Royal  Field  Artillery.  Born  of  a  weal- 
thy family  and  aged  twenty-four,  he 
was  determined  to  light  with  the  Old 
Country  for  civilization,  and  wrote 
home  that  he  was  helping  "to  do  the 
world's  work."  He  was  educated  in 
California,  and  at  Beaumont  College, 
Old  Windsor,  and  was  an  all-round 
sportsman,  being  a  fine  polo  player  and 
crack  shot  The  letter,  which  describes 
the  Loos  offensive,  appeared  in  full  In 
The  China  Press  of  February  27. 

First  Day  Under  Fire  (France,  Sep- 
tember 21,  1916) — Stand  In  my  place 
a  minute,  my  dearest  folks,  in  this 
forward  observation  station  of  mine, 
look  through  my  eyes  on  the  work  In 
front  of  you,  and  pass  your  orders  to 
the  telephonist  behind.  Standing  on  a 
high  step  you  lean  against  the  sand- 
bags in  front,  and,  peering  out  over  the 
top,  take  a  look  over  the  sight  in  front 
of  you.  The  country  is  rather  flat, 
very  brown  and  monotonous,  with  few 
objects  to  break  the  line,  but  right  in 
front  of  you  are  the  white  lines  of 
trenches,  thin  chalk  parapets  showing 
jaggedly,  glaring  as  they  stretch  away 
across  the  land.  The  space  between  the 
two  middle  ones  is  ^greater  than  be- 
tween the  others,  and  you  know  that 
the  third  from  you  Is  the  German  first 
line,  and  looking  closer  you  see  In 
front  of  this  the  ugly-looking  wire  bar- 
rier, double  the  number  of  posts  that 
our  own  shows,  and  more  and  heavier 
wire.  You  know  that  it  is  about  ten 
yards  broad  and  as  strong  as  German 
efficiency  and  driving  can  make  it.  And 
it  is  this  that  you  have  got  to  tear  a 
way  through  v  lth  your  four-inch  guns 
that  await  your  orders  so  expectantly 
a  mile  behind  you. 

Three  times  is  the  charm,  and  If  you 
are  lucky  this  little  puff-ball  blossoms 
right  In  the  middle  of  the  German 
wire.  Tou  lengthen  your  fuse  just  a 
little  more,  so  that  your  shells  will 
burst  and  graze,  for  that's  the  way  to 
cut  wire,  and  now  that  you've  got  It 
you  keep  on  throwing  them  Into  that 
spot  until  you  can  see  the  posts  com- 
mence to  thin  out  and  the  tangle  get 
light   and   shaky. 

In  thirty  o?  forty  rounds,  unless 
you  are  up  against  a  particularly  stub- 
born piece,  you  have  cleared  a  lane  ten 
to  fifteen  yards  wide  through  the  bar- 
rier, and  the  white  parapet  shows  clear 
and  unbroken  through  the  gap.  When 
you  get  this  you  probably  stop  a  few 
rounds  to  light  a  cigarette  or  ease 
your  position,  and  then  shift  your  line 
of  fire  a  little  farther  along  and  start 
another  hole.  It  Is  queer  work,  this 
preliminary  bombardment  of  wire-cut- 
ting, for  we  never  see  mo  much  as  a 
head  over  the  enemy's  parapet  All 
the  while  hundreds  of  shells  are  burst- 
ing all  along  the  line  doing  the  same 
work  as  yourself  and  sometimes  Inter- 
fering, by  reason  of  their  dense  vol- 
umes of  smoke,  with  your  own  obser- 
vations, but  there  Is  a  satisfaction  In 
the  work  and  a  fearful  responsibility 
that  forbids  failure,  because  you  know 
that  when  the  Infantry  gets  the  order 
to  charge  they  must  have  a  clear  road 
to  go  through,  else  the  machine  guns 
will  tear  their  ranks  beyond  any  re- 
cognition, and  the  tragedy  of  a  charge 
In  the  face  of  such  fire  as  they  always 
get  being  caught  in  an  entanglement 
that  la  supposed  to  have  been  cat  and 
Isn't  Is  toe  fearful  a  nightmare  for  a 
man  to  have  on  his  conscience  and  re* 
tain   his  sanity. 

So,  when  the  last  pests  that  hare 
been  standing  go  by  the  board  under 
the  last  shot  and' you  see  that  you  have

cut  your  hole  cleanly,  you  sigh  with 
relief  and  thank  God  that  when  the 
time  comes  for  our  brave  boys  to  go 
through  flying  with  their  royal  cheer, 
in  that  spot,  at  any\  rate,  no  lad  will  be 
held  by  that  stinking  wire  to  await  the 
steadier  aim  of  a  German  rifle 

The  Day  of  the  Attack  ...  I  jump- 
ed up  and  shook  myself,  took  a  pull  at 
my  rum  flask,  and  lighting  the  day's 
first  cigarette  climbed  up  into  the  ob- 
serving position  and  peeled  my  eyes 
to  watch  one  of  the  greatest  attacks 
of  all  history.  In  less  than  a  minute 
the  first  gun  sounded;  In  less  than  an- 
other the  concentrated  fire  of  half  a 
thousand  guns  was  bursting  on  the 
German  parapet  500  yards  away. 

How  can  I  describe  It  to  you,  my 
dearest  folks?  How  convey  to  you  the 
Impression  on  my  mind  of  an  action  so 
stupendous  that  It  fails  of  any  distinc- 
tive impression  of  its  own  at  all?  A 
solid  wall  of  grey  cloud,  having  birth 
in  an  infinite  number  of  splashes  of 
flame  and  rising  sluggishly  upwards 
through  the  morning  mists,  a  roar  In- 
cessant as  of  the  roof  torn  off  the 
living  hell — this  is  all  that  my  mind 
has  retained  of  the  commencement  of 
the  morning's  work.  For  ten  minutes 
no  sign  of  anything  happening  In  the 
German  trenches,  and  then,  so  sud- 
denly It  shocked  my  sight  and' made 
my  heart  take  an  extra  leap,  the 
Boches  commenced  to  pour  out  of  their 
trenches  like  rats  being  smoked  out  of 
their  holes.  I  rubbed  my  eyes  and 
started,  for  they  appeared  to  be  mass- 
ing in  the  midst  of  the  deadly  curtain 
and  not  a  man  to  be  struck  down,  but 
in  another  minute  I  distinguished  a 
gap  of  several  hundreds  of  /yards  In 
the  left  of  the  shell  zone,  and  observed 
that  It  was  Into  this  that  they  were 
fleeing. 

For  minutes  the  stream  continued 
until  there  must,  have  been  200  of  them 
In  that  spot,  but  never  a  bit  of,  fire  waa 
turned  on  them,  the  while  my  bewilder- 
ment Increased,  until  it  suddenly  dawn- 
ed on  me  that  these  men  were  surren- 
dering and  that  they  only  waited  the 
coming  of  the  word  from  our  men  to 
march  In  and  give  themselves  up.  For 
all  that,  this  was  my  first  sight  of  the 
enemy,  and  I  watched  the  continuance 
of  the  bombardment  with  a  quickened 
pulse.  At  the  end  of  the  first  period 
In  the  programme  there  came  a  mo- 
mentary lull;  the  first  lift  of  our  guns; 
then  the  fire  was  resumed  on  their  sup- 
port trenches  600  yards  further  away, 
and  simultaneously  with  a  great  cheer 
our  Infantry  were  over  the  top  and 
charging  across  for  the  German  first- 
line  trenches.  With  little  opposition 
they  streamed  into  It.  and  there  stop- 
ped to  await  the  second  lift  and  with 
that  second  charge  they  were  ovec  the 
crest  and  cat  off  our  view,  on  to  vic- 
tory we  hoped  and  prayed.

PORT  ANOEI.ES,  Waih,  Oct  ».— "If 
skilled  forest  firs  lighters  ere  not  avail-

They  appeal  to  the 
trustees,  who  arbitrarily  advise  ua  wo 
must  play  within  a  certain  period  or 
forfeit  the  cup. 

"I  want  to  tell  you  that  it  coat  New 
Westminster  over  88,000  to  bring  that 
trophy  Westward,  and  while  we  do  not 
object  to  have  It  taken  from  us  in  a 
regular  game,  we  do  otherwise  most  em- 
phatically."

But  for  the  mo- 
ment tot  us  oonaldar  tho  climate  of  the 
North  Sea,  I  have  had  a  good  deal  of 
«fvp*rl+n*+  of  tbia.  and.  aa  a  result  of 
thee*  experiences,  I  am  convinced  that 
the  climate  in  Question  manifests  It- 
self In  two  forma  of  weather,  both  of 
Which  are  extremes.  Sometimes  it  la 
wonderfully  fine,  and  for  a  few  boura 
one  Is  inclined  to  revise  all  uncompli- 
mentary opinion*  one  has  formed  about 
the  North  Sea.

Buch  leaders  as  United  States  Steel. 
Union  Pacific.  Mercantile  Marines,  and 
tho  "war  brides"  broke  from  A  to  al- 
most So  points,  the  list  for  a  Ions;  time 
showing-   little    support. 

Dealings  slackened  materially  in  the 
sarly  afternoon,  tbo  market  at  that  time 
apparently  proceeding  through  the 
stages  of  assimilation.  Frosh  activity 
developed  In  tho  final  hour.  Steel  prov- 
ing something  of  a  balance  with  other 
prominent  Issues,  soma  of  which  hard- 
ened on  the  publication  of  the  Govern- 
ment crop  report.

SEATTLE.  Wash..  OctV  t. — Staunch- 
ed wooden  ship  construction. 
previously  demonstrated  by  other  ves- 
sels, was  again  brought  to  the  atten- 
tion of  marine  men  oa  Saturday  when 
the  cannery  tender  Katmal,  of  the 
Northwestern  Fisheries  Company,  was 
examined  in  the  drydock  of  the  Wins- 
low  Marine  Railway  ft  Shipbuilding 
Company  in  Eagle  Harbor.  Although 
she  pounded  for  twenty-four  hours  on 
Jagged  rooks  in  Alaska  waters  last 
August,  only  two  planks,  the  keel  and 
the  oak  stern  posts,  will  have  to  be 
renewed. 

She  Buffered  other  damage,  but  It  is 
of  a  minor  character.  That  the  Kat- 
mal's  bottom  was  not  torn  to  pieces  by 
the  rocks  shows,  according  to  ship- 
ping experts,  an  extraordinary 
strength  of  construction.  With  ths  ex- 
ception of  the  two  planks  and  the  keel, 
the  bottom  sustained  little  or  no  dam- 
age. The  Katmal  was  built  at  ths 
E.  W.  Heath  yarda  In  Seattle,  and  her 
tussle  with  the  rocks  adda  a  valuable 
bit  of  evidence  In  support  of  the  claim 
to  loaderahip  in  strength  of  the  wooden 
hull  construction.  She  suffered  no  dam- 
age whatever  above  the  waterllne. 

The  Katmal  struck  on  pinnacle  rocks 
twenty  miles  off  the  Alaaka  coaat  Aug- 
gust  2,  in  a  dense  fog,  while  en  route 
from  Chignik  to  Uyak.  The  fisheries 
company  baa  canneries  at  both  placea. 
The  officers  and  crew  escaped  in  life- 
boats to  Chignik,  while  the  vessel 
pounded  so  heavily  that  all  hands  gave 
her  up  for  lost.  Later,  however,  she 
waa  floated  by  the  tuk  Sbelikof,  also 
of  the  fisheries  company,  and  taken  to 
Uyak,  from  which  place  tho  Shelikof 
towed  her  to  Seattle,  arriving  here 
September  5.  On  the  voyage  south  the 
Katmal  was  kept  afloat  by  constant 
use  of  her  pumps.  She  entered  the 
Wlnslbw  drydock  Friday  evening. 


SEATTLE.  Oct  0.— The  Ureat  North- 
ern liner  Minnesota,  the  largest  vessel 
on  the  Pacific  flying  the  American  flag, 
probably  will  be  returned  to  the  service 
between  Seattle  and  the  Orient,  from 
which  she  was  withdrawn  a  year  ago, 
according  to  announcement  by  J.  Cos* 
tello,  Assistant  General  Traffic  Manager.

NAVAL  REIMS  MOST 
BE  OF  BRITISH  BIRTH 

Arrangements  Made  for  Re- 
cruiting pf  2,000  Cana- 
dians for  Service  in  the 
Imperial  Navy. 


Arrangements  have  all  been  com- 
pleted for  the  recruiting  of  t.ttt  men 
which  Great  Britain  would  like  Canada 
to  contribute  to  the  Imperial  navy,  In 
connection  with  which  Captain  the 
Honorable  Rupert  Ouinness,  M.  P.,  is 
now  on  a  visit  to  Canada.  The  men  en- 
gaging for  thin  service  will  bo  put  on 
the  same  footing  as  regards  pay,  pen- 
sion and  allowances  ae  the  men  of  the 
Canadian  Expeditionary  forces. 

The  period  for  which  the  candidates 
will  be  engaged  will  he  for  the  duration 
of  the  war,  and  applicants  must  be  be- 
tween the  ages  of  II  and  It  years. 
Those  volunteering  for  service  eg  stok- 
ers will  be  taken  between  the  ages  of 
II  and  II,  but  10  Is  the  age  limit  for 
seamen,  except  In  special  cases,  mioh  as 
men  who  have  bad  previous  experience, 
when  the  age  limit  may  be  extended  to 
fO  In  the  discretion  of  the  authorities. 

Candidates  for  this  service  must  he 
the  eons  of  natural  born  British  sub- 
jects in  the  case  of  both  mother  and 
father,  and  If  married  their  wives 
must  be  natural  born  British  sfj  bjects. 
The  following  requirements  are  noted: 
Applicants  between  the  ages  of  11  and 
If  must  he  6  ft.  I  In.  with  a  ll-ln. 
chest  measurement;  between  the  ages 
of  II  and  It,  I  ft.  3>,<j  in.  in  height  and 
lift-in.  ohest  measurement;  men  ever 
10  years  of  age  must  be  I  ft.  f  in.  in 
height  with  a  34 -in.  ohest  measurement 

Various  recruiting  depots  are  being 
established  and  for  this  purpose  the 
Dominion  has  been  divided  into  the  fol- 
lowing recruiting  areas,  with  head- 
quarters  as  stated:  Nova  Hcotla  and 
Prince  Edward  Island,  Halifax;  New 
Brunswick,  8t.  John;  Province  Of  Que- 
bec, Quebec;  Province  of  Ontario,  To- 
ronto; Prairie  Provinces.  Winnipeg,  and 
British  Columbia,  Vancouver. 

Lieut.  Chaa.  O.  Julian.  K.:|.c.v.a.. 
and  one  petty  officer  will  be  In  eftarge 
of  the  British  Columbia  headquarters 
at  Vancouver,  where  he  will  be  pre- 
pared to  aecept  applications  from  In- 
tending  applicants   immediately. 

Lieut.  Julian  will  recruit  the  men  in 
Vancouver  and  they  will  then  be  sent 
over  to  Eequlmalt,  where  they  will  re- 
ceive their  kit  and  full  equipment. 
From  Esquimau  they  will  be  sent  to 
Halifax  in  detachments  and  in  turn 
they  will  he  sent  from  Halifax  to  Eng- 
land. 

Emphasis  is  laid  on  the  fact  that  the 
only  ratings  will  be  those  of  stokers 
and  seamen.  All  the  men  will  be  est- 
rolled  as  seamen  and  If  they  show  any 
other  capabilities  they  will,  of  course, 
be  given  higher  ratings  and  placed 
where  they  will  be  of  the  greatest  ser- 
vice.

SHIPBUILDING  BOOM 

Necessity  of  Making  Good  the 
War's  Total  Estimated  Loss 
of  5,000,000  Gross  Tons  Is 
Shown. 


A  series  of  articles  which  appeared 
nk  the  Liverpool  Journal  of  Commerce 
recently  showed  that  by  ths  end  of  tho 
present  year  the  tJrltlsh  mercantile 
marine  will  have  suffered  war  damage 
equivalent  to  the  actual  loss  of  s.ooo.ott 
gross  tons  of  shipping.  "The  figures 
given."  says  the  authority,  "also  make 
It  possible  to  estimate  that  three  years* 
of  war  would  Increase  ths  loss  to  some- 
thing OVSr  S.tOt.ttt  gross  tons.  As 
there  appears  to  he  a  consensus  of 
opinion  that  Lord  Kitchener's  estimate 
of  s  three  years'  war  Is  likely  to  prove 
correct.  It  will  pat  ha  amiss  to  briefly 
review  the  position  oa  the  assumptloa 
that  peace  will  come   within  ths  year. 

"When  It  is  considered  that  our 
losses  alone  amount  to  •.tto.ott  tons 
It  will  he  agreed  that  the  Allied  losses 
are  moderately  computed  at  f.ttt.tto 
tons  gross.  It  may  also  be  assumed 
that  the  neutral  countries,  who  have 
suffered  considerable  war  losses,  are 
little  more  than  holding  their  own. 
Therefore,  after  three  years  war  tha 
wotfd's  carrying  capacity  will  be  re- 
duoed  by  setae  6,000.000  tons.  This  loss 
represents  11  per  cent  of  the  total 
world's  tonnage,  and  the  figure  la 
greater  than  the  total  tonnage  of  the 
second  largest  merchant  navy. 

'7a  visw  Sf  these  facts  is  there  any 
eausS  to  question  the  prophecy  of  a 
shipping  aad  a  shipbuilding  boom  for 
many  years  after  the  war?  Surely  the 
broad  fact  speaks  for  Itself.  It  will 
take  years  to  recuperate,  and  to  bring 
the  carrying  capacity  of  the  world  up 
to  60,000,000  tons  of  good  ships  again. 
With  a  shortage  of  even  1,000,000  tona 
freights  will  he  high  and  the  demand 
for  new  ships  to  replace  the  ineffici- 
ent old  crocks  still  kept  In  service  wilt 
spread  over  a  series  of  years  which 
must  form  the  most  considerable  spell 
of  prosperity  ever  experienced  by  tha 
shipbuilding  Arms  of  this  country.  Wt 
say  'of  this  country'  advisedly,  because 
many  of  the  mushroom  growths  of 
neutral  countries  will  soon  "ado  away, 
and  when  It  comes  to  good  sound  com- 
mercial competition  the  British  ship- 
yards will  still  maintain  their  ascend- 
ency."

It  must  have  been  a  bitter  pill  for 
the  arrogant  All-Highest  to  swallow 
when  he  had  to  yield  to  public  opinion, 
which  he  has  always  held  in  such  su- 
preme contempt,  and  discharge  his  ame 
damnee  von  Falkenhayn  from  his  post 
of  Chief  of  the  Staff,  to  which  he  had 
appointed  him  in  place  of  the  discredit- 
ed von  Moltke.  The  latter,  to  use  the 
Kaiser's  own  words,  had  worked  to 
make  all  things  ready  for  this  war 
with  unremitting;  zeal;  his  plans  were 
based  on  the  felonious  breaking  of  the 
treaty  of  1839,  by  which  Germany, 
France  and  Oreat  Britain  were  pledged 
to  maintain  the  integrity  of  Belgium. 
HIb  strategy  was  thwarted  by  the  hero- 
Ism  of  our  tiny  Expeditionary  Force, 
and  Paris  was  saved,  but  von  Moltke 
was  undone,  and  von  Falkenhayn  reign- 
ed In  his  stead,  to  be  replaced  by  von 
Hlndenbur?,  when  it  became  apparent, 
even  to  swelled  Huns,  that  he  had  made 
victory  all  but  hopeless  by  sacrificing 
whole  holocausts  in  vain  attempts  to 
take  Verdun,  which  the  Germans  could 
certainly  have  done  in  the  first  few 
weeks  of  war,  had  they  concentrated 
their  enormous  force**  against  it,  in- 
stead of  carrying  out  their  criminal 
undertaking  of  violating  Belgium. 

One    of    the    Murderers    of    Fryatt. 

Von  Falkenhayn,  moreover,  by  with- 
drawing a  large  amount  of  von  Hln- 
denburg's  legions  from  the  Kastern 
front,  rendered  the  latter's  difficult 
task  an  Imposslbile  one.  for  he  no  lon- 
ger fought  against  ill-armed,  ill-equip- 
ped armies,  but  with  troops  thorough- 
ly well  armed,  and  with  a  splendid  ar- 
tillery with  ample  munitions,  owing  to 
the  loyal  and  devoted  work  of  our  Jap- 
anese Allies,  who  have  set  every  fac- 
tory in  their  country  at  work  to  sup- 
ply Russia  with  all  she  needs,  and  with 
whom  she  is  now  allied  for  offence  and 
defence  for  all  time.  No  wonder  Hln- 
denburg  protested  and  raged  against 
von  Falkenhayn;  but  for  a  long  time 
In  vain,  for  the  latter  is  essentially  a 
courtier,  and  wished  to  give  the  egre- 
gious Crown  Prince  all  he  asked  for  to 
enable  him  to  secure  victory  at  Ver- 
dun, and  be  proclaimed  a  conqueror. 
The  Chief  of  the  Staff  doubtless  looks 
forward  to  favors  to  come  from  the 
future  Emperor.  He  has  been  a  ready 
tool  in  the  hands  of  the  All-Highest 
in  carrying  out  his  commands  to  exer- 
cise frlghtfulness,  and  more  especially 
Is  he  responsible  for  the  murder  of 
Captain  Fryatt,  for  he  was  a  member 
of  the  council  which  decided  to  carry 
out  the  crime.  He  Is  doubtless  a  bril- 
liant, well-read  soldier,  but  one  who 
has  by  no  means  the  brains  of  the 
great  von  Moltke,  who  could  at  once 
modify  the  theories  of  war,  where  prac- 
tice called   for  such   modification. 

Nothing  could  differ  more  than  von 
Falkenhayn  and  Hlndenburg.  It  was 
twice  present  at  army  manoeuvres  In 
the  Grand  Duchy  of  Baden,  at  which 
the  latter  commanded  the  28th  Infan- 
try Division,  the  headquarters  of  which 
are  at  Karlsrhue.  He  is  not  an  engag- 
ing personality,  and  contrasted  very 
unfavorably  In  manners  with  his  pre- 
decessors General  von  Grone  and  Gen- 
eral von  Bulow  late  brother  of  the  ex- 
Chancellor.  He  Is  a  man  of  large  sta- 
ture and  ample  frame;  his  coarse'  fea- 
tures, square  box-like  head,  high  cheek 
bones,  and  little  steely  grey  eyes.  Im- 
press one  with  a  sense  of  ruthleasness 
cruelty  and  determination,  all  of  which 
attributes  he  Is  master  of.  He  Is  not 
without  ability  and  perseverance;  he 
passed  through  tbe  Krlegsacademle 
Staff  College  some  forty  years  ago,  and 
has  held  a  number  of  Staff  appoint- 
ments, and  has  commanded  an  Infantry 
Brigade,  an  Infantry  Division,  and  an 
Army  Corps,  from  the  latter  of  which 
he  retired  in  1911,  In  consequence,  it  ie 
stafed,  of  a  difference  of  opinion  with 
the  All-Highest,  for  Hlndenburg  Is  a 
man  of  great  independence  of  spirit, 
and  did  not  (hesitate  to  tell  the  Kaiser 
he  was  wrong  if  he  thought  so;  while 
the  All-Highest,  In  his  arrogance,  will 
brook  no  contradiction — for,  in  his  eyes, 
he  Is  the  anointed  of  the  Lord,  and 
can  do  no  wrong.  From  1111  to  the 
outbreak  of  the  war  he  dwelt  at  Han- 
over, leading  a  retired,  and,  it  is  said, 
a  self-indulgent  life. 

He  was  not  considered  a  brilliant  or 
specially  capable  commander  in  the 
German  army,  and  was  far  behind  von 
Binning,  who  commanded  the  30th  Div- 
ision of  the  eame  corpa.  and  who 
shared  the  same  fate  a*  Hlndenburg 
for  pointing  out 'the  flagrant  absurd- 
ities of  which  the  Kaiser  waa  guilty 
at  manoeuvres.  When  the  war  broke 
out  Hlndenburg  was  "dug  out" 
of  his  ,  retirement  and  appointed 
to  the  Kastern  command,  because  of 
M*  Intimate  knowledge  of  the  Masur- 
ian lake  and  swamp  district  la  East 
Prussia.  Here  astounding  good  fortune 
followed  htm,  for  a  weak  Russian 
army.  In  Its  eager  news  to  take  Berlin 
la  August,   lilt,  morally   threw   Itself 


into  the  jaws  of  destruction  at  Tannen- 
burg,   where   they   were  surrounded  and 

almost  annihilated  by  von  Hlndenburg's 
vastly  superior  forces,  with  an  enor- 
mous preponderance  of  artillery.  After 
this  he  constantly  pushed  back  the 
Russians,  till  his  advance  was  stopped, 
first  by  the  Winter,  secondly  by  the 
marvellous  recovery  of  the  Russians, 
and  thirdly  by  the  weakening  of  his 
own  force,  owing  to  the  withdrawal  of 
much  of  it  by  Falkenhayn  for  the 
Crown    Prince's   army. 

Hlndenburg    Anecdotes. 

The  following  anecdotes  will  Illus- 
trate tlie  character  of  this  doughty 
chief.  On  one  occasion  some  of  his 
offlcerH  were  talking  about  poetry,  and 
discussing  the  comparative  merits  of 
Shakespeare,  Schiller,  Goethe,  etc.  Hln- 
denburg, who  was  present,  listened 
with  signs  of  contempt  and  Impatience 
for  a  time;  at  last  he  could  stand  It 
no  more,  and  said:  "Gentlemen,  I  have 
been  careful  throughout  my  life  not  to 
risk  making  myself  soft  by  reading 
poetry,  and  I  strongly  advise  you  all 
to  follow  my  example!" 

At  the  battle  of  Tannenburg  a  large 
body  of  Russians  were  driven  on  to 
the  Masurian  swamps.  In  which  they 
began  to  sink.  Their  cries  for  help 
were  piteous,  and  the  German  soldiers 
attempted  to  save  them;  from  this  they 
were  prevented  by  their  brutal  ofQcers, 
and  Hlndenburg,  who  was  looking  on, 
is  reported  to  have  said:  "Let  the 
swine  drown;  this  will  be  a  lesson  to 
the  Russians  not  to  defile  East  Prussia 
with   their  presence  again!" 

Such  Is  the  man  whom  public  opin- 
ion has  forced  the  All-Highest  to  put 
at  the  head  of  the  army,  in  order  to 
attempt  to  rescue  Germany  from  fall- 
ing unwept  and  unhonored  Into  the  pit 
of  destruction,  which  she  has  so  long, 
so  cunningly  and  so  secretly  prepared 
for  others.  Not  Hlndenburg,  not  even 
miracles,  could  now  save  her  from  the 
fate  which  she  so  richly  deserves.  As 
for  the  Kaiser,  who  has  killed  the  soul 
of  Germany,  and  who  is  alone.  In  the 
first  place,  responsible  for  the  war  and 
the  savage  ferocity  with  which  It  has 
been  waged,  wc  may  read  the  moral  in 
the   words  of  Claudlan: 

Jam  non  ad  culmina  rerum 
Injustos    crevisse    queror;    tolluntur    In 

altum 
it    lapsu    graviore    ruant. 

— Claudian    In    Ruflnum.
